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Retail  Wages  Increased 

JOINT  INDUSTRIAL  COUNCIL  AGREEMENT 

INCREASES  in  the  minimum  wage  rates  for  pharmacists  and  other 
workers  engaged  in  retail  pharmacy  have  been  agreed  between  the 
employers'  and  trade  union  sides  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council. 
The  weekly  increases,  which  become 


effective  on  the  pay-day  in  the  week 
commencing  August  1,  are  as  follows: 
Managers  and  Manageresses  of  phar- 
macies in  all  areas,  with  average  weekly 
turnover  less  than  £100,  21s.;  up  to 
£300,  25s.;  over  £300,  30s.;  Qualified 
Assistants  in  all  areas,  20s.;  Unquali- 
fied Assistants  with  three  years'  con- 
tinuous experience  in  pharmacy  and 
wholly  or  mainly  engaged  in  dispensing, 
male,  London  area,  12s.,  provincial  A, 
lis.,  provincial  B,  10s.,  at  ages  twenty 
to  twenty-four;  female,  8s.  flat  rate.  The 
revised  rates  are  being  embodied  in  the 
eighth  agreement  of  the  National  Joint 
Industrial  Council  for  Retail  Pharmacy, 
and  the  increases  relate  to  the  minimum 
rates  laid  down  in  the  seventh  agree- 
ment and  not  to  rates  actually  being 
paid  where  the  current  rate  is  in  excess 
of  the  current  minimum  rate.  Copies 
of  the  new  agreement  are  being  circu- 
lated to  all  members  of  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  shortly. 

Heroin  Ban  Opposed 

DEPUTATION  TO  HOME  SECRETARY 

REPRESENTATIONS  against  the  ban 
on  the  manufacture  of  heroin  were 
made  to  the  Home  Secretary,  the  Min- 
ister of  Health  and  a  Parliamentary 
Under  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  by 
a  deputation  from  the  council  of  the 
British  Medical  Association  on  July  1 1 . 
The  deputation  referred  to  three  reso- 
lutions passed  by  the  British  Medical 
Association  at  its  recent  annual  repre- 
sentatives meeting  (see  C.  &  D.,  June  18, 
p.  665)  protesting  against  that  decision 
and  asking  that  it  should  be  reversed 
or  modified  to  permit  manufacture  of 
the  drug  in  Britain  for  use  by  medical 
practitioners,  even  if  its  export  were 
prohibited.  In  reply,  the  Home  Secre- 
tary said  that  the  Government  had 
taken  over  four  years  to  consider  the 
matter.  The  Association  had  had 
ample  opportunity  to  make  its  views 
known.  It  was  no  secret  that  the  pro- 
hibition of  heroin  was  under  considera- 
tion. In  July  1953  the  Association's 
journal  had  published  an  article  which 
clearly  contemplated  that  prohibition 
might  be  imposed.  It  had  evoked  one 
letter  of  protest.  When  he  announced 
his  decision  in  February  he  had  no 
grounds  for  thinking  that  it  would  be 
unacceptable  to  the  Association.  The 
Home  Secretary  thought  that  there  had 


been  some  misunderstanding  of  the 
reasons  for  the  proposal  to  prohibit 
the  lawful  manufacture  of  heroin.  It 
was  not  related  to  the  domestic  prob- 
lem but  the  need  for  an  international 
effort  to  mitigate  the  heroin  problem. 
To  permit  manufacture  of  heroin  in 
Britain  but  to  prohibit  export  would 
not  comply  with  the  United  Nations 
Economic  and  Social  Council's  resolu- 
tion. Moreover,  if  the  manufacture 
of  heroin  were  to  be  permitted  in 
Britain  on  the  grounds  that  its  use  was 
indispensable  in  the  relief  of  suffering 
(which  was  contrary  to  the  advice  the 
Government  had  received)  it  would  be 
difficult  to  prohibit  the  export  of  the 
drug,  e.g.,  to  our  colonies.  The  Minis- 
ter of  Health  deprecated  the  attacks 


that  had  been  made  on  Ministers.  They 
had  taken  the  best  advice  available  to 
them.  The  Joint  Parliamentary  Under 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  said  that 
expert  opinion  had  agreed  that  there 
was  insufficient  reason  to  stand  out 
from  international  action  of  the  kind 
proposed.  No  complaints  had  been  re- 
ceived in  Scotland.  Before  giving  a  final 
reply  to  the  deputation  the  Home  Sec- 
retary said  that  he  would,  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  Minister  of  Health  and 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland,  con- 
sider the  deputation's  representations. 

Capital  Expenditure 

PARTICULARS  FOR  BOARD  OF  TRADE 

FOLLOWING  the  announcement  by 
Sir  Edward  Boyle,  in  the  Budget  De- 
bate on  April  25,  of  the  Govern- 
ment's intention  to  ask  a  number  of 
firms  to  provide  information  about 
their  capital  expenditure,  the  Board  of 
Trade  are  now  writing  to  about  650 
companies  asking  them  to  co-operate 
in  an  inquiry  designed  to  show  quar- 
terly trends  in  industry's  capital  ex- 
penditure and  expected  expenditure 
during  the  calendar  year  ahead.  The 
information  is  to 
help  the  Govern- 
ment and  indus- 
try to  assess  the 
extent  of  changes 
in  the  demand  for 
capital  assets  both 
in  the  recent  past 
and  in  the  future.

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British  Exports 

CHANCELLOR  GIVES  A  WARNING 

ADDRESSING  a  meeting  in  London 
of  the  National  Production  Advisory 
Council  on  Industry,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer  (Mr.  R.  A.  Butler)  said 
the  United  Kingdom  must  continue  to 
ensure  that  growth  in  the  economy  did 
not  take  place  at  the  expense  of  ex- 
ports needed  to  sustain  that  growth. 

He  also  gave  a  warning  that  industry 
must  achieve  and  maintain  a  competi- 
tive level  of  costs.  The  trade  figures 
showed  that,  although  our  exports  had 
been  going  up,  our  main  competitors 
had  been  doing  better.  "  We  know  that 
if  we  allow  costs  and  prices  in  this 
country  to  rise  faster  than  in  the  U.S. 
and  in  Germany,  then  we  shall  have 
to  accept  the  consequences  of  a  re- 
duced share  of  world  trade  and  a 
check  to  our  hopes  of  a  steady  rise  in 
our  standard  of  living.  The  evidence  we 
have  suggests  that  this  is  a  very  real 
danger."  The  latest  O.E.E.C.  statistics 
suggested  that  since  1950  labour  costs 
in  manufacturing  had  been  stationary 
in  Germany,  at  the  same  time  they  had 
risen  in  the  United  States  by  an 
annual  average  of  2  to  3  per  cent.,  and 
in  this  country  by  twice  as  much.  Any 
interpretation  of  the  balance  of  pay- 
ments situation  had  been  made  more 
difficult  by  recent  strikes.  Mr.  Butler 
said  that  there  were  at  least  some 
grounds  for  concluding  that  the  posi- 
tion had  been  held  by  the  measures 
taken  earlier  this  year.

An  Orange  Drink  Label 

MAKERS  ASKED  TO  ALTER  WORDING 

HALESOWEN  borough  council  has 
asked  a  dairy  firm  to  change  the  descrip- 
tion of  an  orange  drink  it  produces  from 
"  orange  ready  to  drink "  to  some- 
thing which  is  less  ambiguous  and 
which  more  accurately  describes  the 
product.  In  a  report  to  the  public 
health  committee  the  chief  sanitary  in- 
spector said  that  the  firm  had  disagreed 
with  the  county  analyst's  suggestion 
that  the  description  was  in  any  way 
misleading.  The  analyst  commented  that 
most  types  of  orange  drinks  were  sold 
under  the  description  of  "  fresh  orange 
drink  "  when  preservative  was  absent, 
or  "  whole  orange  drink,  diluted  ready 
for  use  "  when  preservative  was  present. 
The  analyst  considered  the  description 
"  orange  ready  to  drink  "  to  be  mislead- 


ing for  the  reason  that  the  juice  ex- 
pressed from  oranges  was  itself  ready  to 
drink,  sweetened  or  unsweetened.  The 
housewife,  therefore,  might  believe, 
and  might  expect,  that  any  article  de- 
scribed as  "  orange  ready  to  drink " 
would  consist  of  the  juice  or  liquid  ex- 
pressed from  whole  oranges;  and  under 
that  impression  she  might  think  that  the 
article  was  a  good  source  of  vitamin  C 
for  children.

porate body,  carrying  on  business  as 
an  authorised  seller  of  poisons,  has 
been  convicted  of  unlawfully  inciting 
another  person  to  steal.

The 
main  tables  in  the  new  edition  show, 
for  the  more  important  industries  and 
occupations,  the  minimum  or  standard 
time  rates  of  wages,  the  dates  from 
which  these  rates  became  operative,  and 
the  normal  hours  of  labour.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Hope  Deferred  in  Northern  Ireland 

The  news  on  p.  32  that  there  is  to  be  a  further  delay  in  the  payment 
of  arrears  in  Northern  Ireland  will  find  a  sympathetic  response  from 
pharmacists  in  England  and  Scotland.  All  three  countries  have  gone 
through  a  spell  of  frustration  in  regard  to  the  payment  of  accounts  to 
chemists  at  some  period  over  the  past  seven  years,  and  it  says  a  good 
deal  for  the  patience  and  forbearance  of  the  pharmacist  that  the  service 
has  continued  to  run  smoothly.  The  many  and  varied  expedients  resorted 
to,  such  as  bundling  and  averaging,  have  gone  some  way  to  producing 
more  prompt  settlement  on  a  basis  of  computation  and  approximation, 
but  no  contractor  can  be  perfectly  happy  with  a  system  of  payment 
which  leaves  something  to  chance.  It  appears  that  the  bureau  in  Northern 
Ireland  is  experiencing  the  braking  effect  of  bad  handwriting  by  doctors. 
Doubtless  that  same  scrawl  has  already  caused  considerable  waste  of 
time  to  the  pharmacist  who  has  dispensed  the  prescription.  He  thus  suffers 
from  a  double  handicap,  in  that  he  spends  needless  and  unpaid  time  in 
solving  a  problem,  and  then  has  to  wait  longer  for  his  money,  what  time 
the  bureau  works  out  a  solution.  One  could  wish  that  bureaux  throughout 
the  U.K.  would  return  such  prescriptions  to  their  writers — I  use  that 
description  in  default  of  a  better — and  insist  on  their  being  rewritten. 
Chemists  have  long  prided  themselves  on  their  ability  to  decipher  the 
most  execrable  hand,  but  in  these  days  the  indecipherable  should  no 
longer  be  tolerated.  What  was  possible  with  recognised  drugs  of  the 
pharmacopoeia  becomes  quite  a  different  story  with  an  unknown  propri- 
etary, bearing  neither  maker's  name  nor  directions. 

Incentive 

The  information  that  the  pricing  bureau  in  Northern  Ireland  has 
instituted  a  system  of  bonus  payments  to  pricers  is  not  altogether  satis- 
factory. Prompt  pricing  and  payment  must  obviously  be  correct — that 
is  a  first  essential.  But  it  has  been  found  necessary,  while  making 
allowances  of  £20  to  each  of  eight  pricers,  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
staff  to  "  the  necessity  for  accuracy,  which  must  not  be  sacrificed  to 
speed."  I  note  that  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble,  a  member  of  the  committee, 
said  that  more  staff  was  required,  and  that  the  accommodation  was  inade- 
quate. If  we  accept  the  statement,  as  we  must,  then  the  solution  to  the 
whole  problem  does  not  lie  in  inducements  to  hurry,  coupled  with  admoni- 
tions to  be  careful.  From  the  inception  of  the  Health  Service  there  has 
been  a  totally  inadequate  appreciation,  by  differing  governments  and  their 
departments,  of  the  extent  of  the  problem,  and  a  lack  of  proper  and 
sufficient  staff  to  cope  with  the  work.  One  could  wish  that  the  zealous 
and  efficient  officers  who  collect  money  for  the  government  had  their 
equivalent  on  the  other  side  of  the  ledger. 

What  is  a  Sponge  ? 

The  decision  at  the  Court  of  Criminal  Appeal  that  a  sponge  is  a 
sponge,  and  not  a  synthetic  imitation  or  substitute,  is  of  great  interest. 
Will  the  matter  now  go  a  stage  further,  so  that,  on  being  asked  for  a 
sponge,  the  salesman  will  have  to  explain  at  length  that  the  article  dis- 
played in  the  showcase,  while  looking  like  a  sponge,  and  being  used  in 
the  same  way  for  the  same  purpose,  is  in  fact  not  a  sponge  at  all?  The 
case  was  not  without  a  certain  amount  of  humour  from  those  taking 
part,  but,  as  reported  on  p.  31,  the  appellants  failed  to  substantiate  their 
claim,  and  the  jury  which  deliberated  at  the  first  hearing  was  vindicated. 
I  should  like  to  have  been  there.  When  the  decision  was  announced,  the 
stage  was  set  for  a  dramatic  gesture  by  counsel  for  the  appellants.  Did 
he,  I  wonder,  in  throwing  up  the  sponge,  make  use  of  a  proprietary, 
sea-foam,  synthetic  article?  Or  did  he,  discretion  being  the  better  part 
of  valour,  content  himself  with  throwing  in  a  towel  in  a  dramatic  gesture 
of  defeat? 
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FAIR  TRADE  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 

Dr.  Dargavel  addresses  British  trade  organisations

IN  London  on  July  8,  Dr.  John 
Dargavel  (executive  secretary  of  the 
National  Association  of  Retail  Drug- 
gists, U.S.A.,  and  chairman  of  the 
Bureau  of  Edu- 
cation on  Fair 
Trade)  ad- 
dressed mem- 
bers of  the  Fair 
Prices  Defence 
Committee  and 
associated  trade 
organisa- 
tions at  the  in- 
vitation of  the 
P  r  o  p  r  i  etary 
Articles  Trade 
Association.  He 
said: — 

"  The  fair 
trade  laws  in 
the  United 
States  permit  a 
manufacturer  to  protect  the  property 
value  of  his  trade-mark  from  the  des- 
tructive effects  of  unfair  competition. 
A  prominent  authority  on  trade-mark 
and  trade-practice  law,  describing  a 
trade-mark  as  "  visible  reputation," 
added  that  "  the  reputation  a  price-cut- 
ter uses  to  get  people  into  his  store 
does  not  belong  to  him  but  belongs  to 
the  owner  of  the  trade-mark.  Thus,  the 
price  -  cutter  appropriates  for  an 
ulterior  purpose  a  reputation  not  his 
own." 

The  Heart  of  the  Problem 

That  is  the  heart  of  the  problem  of 
resale  price  maintenance  and  fair 
trade  is  only  one  form  of  resale  price 
maintenance.  It  is  widely  practised  by 
various  legally  acceptable  methods 
throughout  the  American  economy. 
Both  England  and  the  United  States 
have  long  recognised  the  destructive 
effects  of  unfair  competition  in  the 
market-place.  In  the  United  States,  a 
manufacturer  may  stipulate  a  uniform 
price  or  a  minimum  price  below  which 
his  identified  product  may  not  be  sold 
to  the  ultimate  consumer.  He  can  con- 
trol the  price  of  his  product  by  setting 
up  his  own  retail  outlets  or  by  selling 
direct  to  the  consumer  (for  example, 
through  house-to-house  salesmen). 
Under  "  fair  trade  "  a  manufacturer  is 
permitted,  if  he  chooses,  to  establish 
the  resale  price  for  his  trade-marked 
product  in  contracts  with  distributors. 

Long    before    the    fair-trade  laws 
came  into  being  resale  price  mainten- 
ance contracts  were  held  legal  under 
the  common  law  of  the  United  States, 
but  in  1911  the  Supreme  Court  ruled 
that  resale  price  maintenance  contracts 
violated  the  Sherman  Antitrust  Act. 
From  that  decision  a  great  American 
jurist,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  wrote 
a  famous  dissent  in  which  he  said: — 
"  f  cannot  believe  that  in  the  long  run 
the  public  will  profit  by  this  court  per- 
mitting knaves  to  cut  reasonable  prices 
for  some  ulterior  purpose  of  their  own, 
and  thus  to  impair,  if  not  to  destroy, 
the    production    and    sale    of  articles 
which  it  is  assumed  to  be  desirable  that 
the  public  should  be  able  to  get." 
The  need  for  resale  price  mainten- 
ance became  increasingly  acute  as  the 


American  economy  evolved  a  mass- 
production,  mass-distribution  system. 
Customers  came  to  demand  certain 
brands,  and  trade-marks  came  to  be 
precious  assets,  often  the  greatest 
single  asset  of  their  owners.  At  the 
same  time  the  practice  among  some 
retailers  of  exploiting  well  known 
trade-marks  as  price-cut  "  bait "  to 
attract  customers  also  increased.  Then, 
as  now,  it  undermined  the  mass-distri- 
bution process  needed  to  sustain  mass 
production.  Then,  as  now,  smaller  re- 
tailers could  be  wiped  out  in  price 
wars  by  competitors  with  superior 
money  power.  Then,  as  now,  retailers 
would  drop  "  price  -  footballed  " 
national  brands  that  became  no-profit 
items,  so  reducing  the  number  of  out- 
lets willing  to  distribute  the  products. 
Then,  as  now,  there  were  repercus- 
sions in  falling  sales  volume,  re- 
trenched production,  and  unemploy- 
ment. Not  surprisingly,  bills  were, 
from  1914  till  1929,  repeatedly — but 
unsuccessfully — introduced  into  the 
United  States  Congress  to  permit  the 
use  of  resale  price  maintenance  con- 
tracts by  manufacturers  of  trade- 
marked  products.  Price-cutting  of 
trade-marked  products  spread  through 
prosperity  into  the  depression.  The 
situation  demanded  correction,  and 
businessmen  turned  for  remedy  to  the 
State  legislatures  (each  of  the  forty- 
eight  States  may  enact  legislation 
governing  economic  and  social  condi- 
tions within  its  borders).  In  1931, 
California  passed  the  first  fair-trade 
law.  A  member  of  the  California 
Pharmaceutical  Association  wrote  of 
the  conditions  at  that  time: — 

Competition  was  tremendously  acute  be- 
tween manufacturers,  each  trying  to 
outdo  the  other  in  securing  a  market 
for  his  wares.  The  result  of  such  a 
highly  competitive  condition  had  brought 
about  chaos  in  the  retail  trade.  Large 
chains  and  predatory  pine-board  opera- 
tors took  advantage  of  this  condition 
to  obtain  for  themselves  discounts  and 
price  concessions  that  brought  retail 
prices  to  ridiculous  levels. 

California's  Example 

The  first  fair-trade  law  passed  in 
California  permitted  a>  manufacturer 
to  establish,  in  a  contract  with  his  dis- 
tributors, the  minimum  resale  price  of 
his  trade-marked  product.  It  applied 
only  to  retailers  and  wholesalers  will- 
ing to  sign  a  fair-trade  contract.  Un- 
fortunately it  did  not  solve  the  prob- 
lem because  price-cutting  operators 
would  not  of  their  own  volition  sign 
a  contract  requiring  them  to  observe 
a  manufacturer's  minimum  resale 
price.  In  1933  California  amended  its 
law  to  make  it  effective  not  only  upon 
retailers  who  signed  fair-trade  con- 
tracts but  also  upon  all  retailers  who 
had  due  notice  that  such  contracts 
existed.  The  amended  California  fair 
trade  law  declared  that: — 

"  Wilfully  and  knowingly  advertising, 
offering  for  sale  or  selling,  any  com- 
modity at  less  than  the  price  stipulated 
in  any  contract,  whether  the  person1  so 
advertising,  offering  for  sale  or.  selling, 
is  or  is  not  a  party  to  such  contract,  is 


unfair  competition  and  is  actionable  at 
the  suit  of  any  person  damaged 
thereby." 

That  is  the  so-called  "  non-signer " 
clause.  It  is  more  properly  a  "  due 
notice  "  clause,  providing  that  retailers 
who  have  been  given  due  notice  of 
restrictions  on  the  sale  of  a  trade- 
marked  article  shall  respect  that  res- 
triction if  they  choose  to  handle  the 
product.  If,  after  due  notice,  a  re- 
tailer does  not  respect  the  requirement, 
any  person  damaged  by  that  retailer's 
violation  of  the  fair-trade  contract  may 
turn  to  the  courts  for  redress. 

Other  States  Follow 

The  amended  California  fair-trade 
law  became  the  model  for  legislation 
in  other  States.  By  1941,  forty-five  of 
the  forty-eight  had  passed  similar 
laws.  Since,  to  be  eligible  for  fair- 
trading,  a  product  must  bear  a  dis- 
tinguishing trade-mark,  brand  or  name, 
and  must  be  in  free  and  open  com- 
petition with  articles  of  similar  class 
produced  by  others,  no  manufacturer 
with  a  monopoly  in  a  product  can 
legally  fair-trade  it.  Safeguards  for 
competition  are  thus  built  into  the 
fair-trade  laws.  The  only  restriction 
they  place  upon  competition  is  the  eli- 
mination of  "  self-competition,"  a 
practice  reputable  retailers  long  ago 
abandoned. 

Until  the  second  half  of  the  nine- 
teenth century  the  American  store  was 
like  an  oriental  bazaar.  Varying  prices 
were  charged  for  the  same  article  on 
the  same  day  by  the  same  merchant — 
though  to  different  customers — depend- 
ing on  the  respective  trading  skills  of 
customer  and  clerk.  The  method  had 
long  been  in  use  and  shopkeepers 
were  comfortable  with  it.  Much  per- 
sistence and  persuasion  on  the  part  of 
pioneers  like  John  Wanamaker  and 
A.  T.  Stewart  was  needed  to  change 
over  to  the  one-price-to-every-customer 
policy  which  they  advocated. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  in  a  unanimous  decision  in 
1936,  said:— 

The  primary  aim  of  the  law  is  to  pro- 
tect the  property — namely,  the  good- 
will— of  the  producer,  which  he  still 
owns.  The  price  restriction  is  adopted 
as  an  appropriate  means  to  that  per- 
fectly legitimate  end,  and  not  as  an  end 
in  itself  ...  the  sale  of  identified  goods 
at  less  than  the  price  fixed  by  the  owner 
of  the  mark  or  brand  is  an  assault  upon 
the  goodwill,  and  constitutes  what  the 
statute  denominates  "  unfair  competi- 
tion." 

That  decision  still  stands.  About  six- 
teen State  courts  of  last  resort  have 
also  upheld  the  constitutionality  of 
their  respective  State  fair-trade  laws. 
Recently  there  have  been  court  deci- 
sions against  fair  trade  affecting  only 
the  five  States  to  which  they  refer. 
Those  unfavourable  rulings  are  in  con- 
flict with  the  position  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  but  each 
State  supreme  court  has,  under  the 
Federal  Constitution,  the  right  to  in- 
terpret as  it  sees  fit  the  constitution  of 
its  own  State.  Friends  of  fair  trade  in

America  hope  that  the  economic  and 
social  wisdom  embodied  in  the  fair- 
trade  laws  will  soon  again  be  recog- 
nised in  those  five  States. 

Nation-wide  Campaign 

In  1937,  following  a  nation-wide 
campaign  spearheaded  by  the  National 
Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  Con- 
gress passed  the  Miller-Tydings  Fair 
Trade  Act  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Sherman  Antitrust  Act.  The  Sherman 
Act  is  the  heart  and  soul  of  American 
antitrust  policy.  Under  its  terms  many 
actions  that  may  be  legal  in  other 
countries  are  violations  of  the  law  in 
the  United  States.  The  Act  prohibits, 
for  example,  "  every  contract,  com- 
bination in  the  form  of  trust  or  other- 
wise, or  conspiracy  "  that  is  "  in  res- 
traint of  trade."  It  makes  unlawful 
collusive  horizontal  agreements  among 
competing  manufacturers,  or  compet- 
ing wholesalers,  or  competing  retailers. 
In  short,  members  of  a  trade  or  indus- 
try who  are  competitors  on  the  same 
level  may  not  undertake  collectively  to 
do  what  the  courts  interpret  as  being 
in  restraint  of  trade.  Even  "  vertical " 
agreements  which  the  courts  might  in- 
terpret as  being  in  restraint  of  trade 
are  barred  under  the  Sherman  Act. 
That  is  why  it  became  necessary  to 
seek  fair-trade  laws. 

The  fair-trade  laws,  both  those  en- 
acted by  the  States  and  the  Miller- 
Tydings  and  McGuire  Acts  passed  by 
Congress,  are  exemptive  statutes. 
They  remove  from  the  reach  of  the 
antitrust  acts  price-maintenance  con- 
tracts between  manufacturer  and  dis- 
tributor if  made  under  the  terms  of 
the  fair-trade  laws. 

The  broad  purpose  of  both  the  anti- 
trust laws  and  the  fair-trade  laws  is 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  monopoly 
and  the  evils  it  produces.  In  1951  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States 
found  a  technical  flaw  in  the  Miller- 
Tydings  Act  which  weakened  the 
effectiveness  of  fair  trade.  A  nation- 
wide price  war  on  fair-traded  pro- 
ducts followed  immediately,  providing 
a  dramatic  but  grim  demonstration  of 
the  havoc  which  unrestrained  price- 
cutting  can  cause.  Giant  retailers 
cannot  afford  to  be  undersold.  When 
a  leading  New  York  department  store 
touched  off  the  price  war  in  1951, 
other  giants  over  the  land  had  to  par- 
ticipate in  it  because  their  reputations 
were  at  stake.  Prices  were  slashed  to 
bankruptcy  levels.  Well  -  known 
national  brands  were  sold  for  less 
than  the  cost  of  their  containers.  A 
popular  brand  of  tooth-paste  selling 
at  50  cents  was  advertised  for  7  cents. 
Insulin,  priced  at  $1-36,  was  driven 
down  to  27  cents;  a  well-known  brand 
of  aspirin,  normally  priced  at  59 
cents,  to  3|  cents.  Small  retailers  over 
the  United  States  were  driven  to  the 
edge  of  ruin.  If  they  did  not  meet  the 
price  cuts  imposed  by  their  giant  com- 
petitors, they  watched  customers  walk 
out  the  door.  If  they  did  meet  them, 
they  had  to  lose  money  on  every  sale. 
Either  choice  spelled  bankruptcy  for 
the  shopkeepers. 

Members  of  Congress  became  in- 
creasingly concerned  at  the  growing 
threat  to  small  business  and  to  the 
well-being  of  the  whole  economy.  The 
Small    Business    Committee    of  the 


United  States  Senate  made  a  first-hand 
investigation  of  the  situation  and  con- 
cluded:— 

"  Your  committee  is  hopeful  that  the 
members  of  the  business  community  will 
recognise  their  responsibilities  in  this 
situation  and  that  they  will  realise  the 
dangers  inherent  in  "  loss-leader  "  sell- 
ing and  cut-throat  competition;  that 
they  will  realise  that  such  practices  can 
result  only  in  damaging  the  whole 
economy.  It  is  not  only  the  small  inde- 
pendent merchant  who  suffers  in  a  price 
war.  The  manufacturer  and  the  con- 
sumer also  suffer.  And  the  leaders  of 
price-cutting  campaigns  should  realise 
that  injury  to  other  segments  of  the 
retail  trade  cannot  benefit  them.  Gains 
realised  from  "  loss-leader  "  selling  are 
short-lived.  The  practice  is  a  vicious 
one  and  defeats  itself.  No  merchant, 
no  matter  how  large,  can  afford  to 
continue  loss-leader  selling  indefinitely. 
He  must  engage  in  other  practices  in 
order  to  recoup  his  losses.  And  such 
other  practices  of  necessity  require  that 
he  sell  other  merchandise  at  high  profits. 
The  consumer  must  sooner  or  later  dis- 
cover the  fallacy  of  the  loss-leader 
selling  technique,  and  then  the  retailer 
loses  the  goodwill  of  his  customers  and 
their  patronage.  The  good  sense  and 
recognition  of  their  responsibilities 
should  impel  the  overwhelming  mass  of 
the  business  community  to  the  logic 
and  wisdom  of  fair  trade." 

Overwhelming  Success 

It  was  clearly  recognised  by  the 
many  supporters  of  fair  trade  in 
America  that  the  only  way  to  halt  the 
developing  anarchy  in  the  market- 
place was  to  seek  Congressional  legis- 
lation to  meet  the  objections  raised 
by  the  Supreme  Court  in  its  1951  de- 
cision. The  National  Association  of 
Retail  Druggists  and  the  Bureau  of 
Education  on  Fair  Trade  therefore 
initiated  a  country-wide  campaign  for 
such  legislation.  All  the  small  business 
groups  of  retailers  and  wholesalers  in 
fields  concerned  with  fair  trade  were 
mobilised.  The  campaigners  succeeded 
in  focusing  upon  Congress  the  tremen- 
dous support  for  fair  trade  that 
existed  in  the  business  community  of 
America.  The  McGuire  bill,  designed 
to  overcome  the  effects  of  the  Supreme 
Court  decision,  was  introduced  in  Con- 
gress. The  House  of  Representatives 
passed  it  by  the  overwhelming  majo- 
rity of  196  to  ten,  the  Senate  by  sixty- 
four  to  sixteen.  That  social  decision 
reflected  the  public  attitude  that  has 
been   growing  in   the  United  States 


since  the  enactment  of  the  antitrust 
laws,  namely  that  unbridled  competi- 
tion ultimately  leads  to  monopoly. 
The  American  people  hold  that  there 
can  be  no  competition  without  com- 
petitors. 

The  "  discount  house "  is  supposed 
to  have  wrecked  fair  trade  in  America, 
and  the  Attorney  General's  Committee 
to  Study  the  Antitrust  Laws  has  re- 
commended the  repeal  of  the  Miller- 
Tydings  and  McGuire  Acts.  I  am 
happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  fair 
trade  is  very  much  on  its  feet  and 
shows  every  sign  of  gaining  the  final 
victory.  Manufacturers  who  are  vigi- 
lant in  enforcing  their  fair-trade  con- 
tracts have  found  that  they  can  cope 
effectively  with  the  discount  houses, 
and  business  analysts  are  now  finding 
increasing  evidence  that  the  discount 
houses  must  slash  their  prices  and 
margins  ever  lower  in  order  to  com- 
pete with  each  other.  As  they  grow 
into  department  stores  they  find  their 
operating  costs  increasing,  and  fair- 
trade  enforcement  is  making  it  ever 
more  difficult  for  them  to  use  national 
brands  as  "  bait." 

"  Unrestrained  "  is  not  "  Free  " 

Many  theorists  believe  that  com- 
petition must  be  free  from  every  res- 
traint, though  they  do  not  recognise 
that  the  antitrust  laws  of  the  United 
States  actually  constitute  restraints 
upon  competition.  A  large  segment  of 
the  American  business  community, 
however,  believes,  on  the  basis  of 
market-place  experience,  that  "  free," 
in  the  sense  of  unbridled,  competition 
leads  to  ruthless  warfare  between  the 
giants,  and  breeds  monopoly  by  elimi- 
nating small  competitors. 

The  Attorney  General's  committee 
report  takes  the  view  that  "  fair  trade 
...  is  at  odds  with  the  most  elemen- 
tary principles  of  dynamic  free  enter- 
prise system."  What  that  actually  rep- 
resents is  a  difference  of  opinion  res- 
pecting the  same  facts.  Opinion,  how- 
ever, should  not  be  substituted  for 
facts.  It  is  a  fact  that  fair  trade  does 
not  restrict  the  competition  of  fair- 
traded  products  with  one  another  and 
with  non-fair-traded  products.  Fair 
trade  is  permissive.  No  manufacturer 
has  to  fair-trade,  and  many  do  not.  A 
glance  at  any  retailer's  shelves  shows 
a  wide  diversity  of  competing  products 
available  to  the  consumer. 

There  is  broad  agreement  that  a 
strong  small-business  community  is  a 
vital  bulwark  against  monopolistic 
domination.

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Pose  as  Detective 

A  taxi  driver  who  posed  as  a  detective 
and  searched  a  house  was  fined  a  total 
of  £25  at  Liverpool  city  magistrates' 
court  on  June  20.  John  Joseph  Burke, 
16  Whalley  Grove,  Manchester,  pleaded 
not  guilty  to  being  in  possession  of 
Indian  hemp  but  gudty  to  posing  as  a 
detective  and  searching  premises  for 
Indian  hemp. 

Breaking  and  Entering 

After  smashing  a  chemist's  shop  win- 
dow with  their  fists,  two  Irish  labourers 
were  "  bitterly  disappointed "  to  dis- 
cover that  a  bottle  they  thought  con- 
tained spirits  was  only  that  of  a  pro- 
prietary brand  of  wine,  the  assistant 
recorder  at  Birmingham  quarter  ses- 
sions was  told  by  prosecuting  solicitor 
in  a  case  recently.  The  bottle  was 
thrown  through  a  shop  window  and 
another  shop  window  was  broken  "  out 
of  pure  malice."  Patrick  Peter  Farrell 
(aged  twenty),  48  Cato  Street,  Nechells, 
Birmingham,  pleaded  guilty  to  stealing 
the  bottle,  damaging  three  windows 
and  breaking  and  entering.  He  was 
fined  £50  and  allowed  eight  months  to 
pay.  William  Joseph  O'Donnell  (aged 
twenty-four),  of  the  same  address, 
pleaded  guilty  to  breaking  one  of  the 
windows.  He  was  fined  £15. 

Porter's  Theft  from  Warehouse 

The  manager  of  the  146  Holborn, 
London,  E.C.I,  branch  of  Lewis  & 
Burrows,  Ltd.,  chemists,  told  the  magi- 
strate at  Clerkenwell  court  on  June  29 
that  he  did  not  know  that  Harry 
Vevey,  sixty-one-year-old  porter,  26 
Montague  Street,  W.C.I,  who  had  been 
employed  by  the  company  for  the  pre- 
vious two  years,  had  a  criminal 
record.  Vevey  pleaded  guilty  to  steal- 
ing, on  or  about  June  27,  from  the 
branch  premises,  two  Prom  home 
"  perms,"  two  jars  of  Brylcreem,  and 
six  cardboard  cartons  each  containing 
a  tube  of  Vitapointe  cream,  total  value 
£2  2s.,  the  property  of  the  company. 
A  detective-sergeant  said  he  went  to 
the  address  of  the  prisoner  armed  with 
a  search  warrant  and  told  him  there 
was  reason  to  believe  he  had  in  his 
possession  stolen  cosmetics.  The 
prisoner  produced  a  paper  parcel  con- 
taining the  property.  Previous  con- 
victions reported  by  the  officer  were 
for  warehouse-breaking,  demanding 
money  with  menaces,  and  other 
offences.  He  had  been  released  from 
his  most  recent  sentence  in  March 
1953.  The  branch  manager  said  Vevey 
had  done  his  work  "  moderately  well," 
and  would  now  lose  his  employment. 
Vevey  was  fined  £5  or  a  month's 
imprisonment. 

Fine  for  Prescription  Forgery 

Vigilance  of  a  chemist's  wife,  who 
noticed  a  difference  in  the  signature 
of  a  doctor  on  two  prescriptions  handed 
to  her,  resulted  in  the  conviction  of 
Stanley  Seymour,  bulldozer  driver,  165 
North  Road,  St.  Helens,  at  St.  Helens 
magistrates'  court  on  July  1.  Seymour 
was  fined  a  total  of  £15  on  two  charges 
of  forgery  and  one  of  obtaining  codeine 
and  other  tablets,  value  4s.  9d.,  by 
means  of  forged  prescriptions.  He  was 


also  ordered  to  pay  £2  7s.  costs.  The 
prosecution  stated  that  Mrs.  Jessie  Top- 
ping was  serving  in  her  husband's 
shop  when  a  woman  handed  in  two  pre- 
scriptions. She  was  familiar  with  the 
signature  of  Dr.  Morris  Jones,  whose 
name  appeared  on  them,  and  ques- 
tioned the  woman,  who  made  an  excuse 
to  leave  hurriedly.  Mrs.  Topping  looked 
through  her  files,  found  a  similar  pre- 
scription, and  contacted  Dr.  Jones. 
When  seen  by  the  police,  Seymour  ad- 
mitted using  erasing  ink  to  obliterate 
his  own  name  and  substitute  that  of 
"  B.  Clare "  on  one  prescription  and 
"  B.  Cameron  "  on  the  other.  He  stated 
that,  for  the  past  four  years,  he  had 
suffered  from  sinus  trouble  and  wanted 
codeine  to  relieve  the  pains  in  his  nose 
and  head.  Because  of  frequent  treat- 
ment he  knew  the  medical  terms  off  by 
heart  and  used  his  knowledge  in  forg- 
ing the  forms. 

Non-existent  Pepper 

At  Mansion  House,  London,  court  on 
June  30  and  July  4,  William  Henry 
Walker,  company  director,  Southwark; 
Joseph  Bennett,  Forest  Gate,  E.;  and 
Frank  Alfred  Parker,  produce  buyer, 
Brighton,  appeared  on  remand  on  bail, 
charged  with  unlawfully  conspiring 
together,  and  with  other  persons  un- 
known, to  cheat  and  defraud  Huth 
Produce  Sales  (Overseas),  Ltd.  It  was 
alleged  that  they  induced  that  company 
to  part  with  money  on  the  false  repre- 
sentation that  certain  delivery  orders 
were  good  and  valid  documents  for  the 
delivery  of  quantities  of  pepper.  Bail 
was  in  £5,000  for  Bennett  and  £2,000 
each  for  the  others.  A  second  charge 
alleged  that  the  three  men  conspired 
together  to  persuade  Huth  Produce 
Sales  (Overseas),  Ltd.,  to  buy  pepper. 
For  the  prosecution  it  was  stated  that 
the  amount  of  the  transactions,  accord- 
ing to  a  statement  by  Bennett,  was 
about  £2^—3  millions,  paid  out  in  the 
past  fourteen  months.  The  two  charges 
related  to  transactions  in  "  vast  quan- 
tities of  pepper  which  never  existed 
and  which  in  fact  the  defendants  in 
statements  say  they  never  had."  At 
the  time  of  the  alleged  offences  Parker 
was  buyer  and  manager  of  Huth 
Produce  Sales  (Overseas),  Ltd.;  Walker 
was  a  director  of  Freight  Storage  and 
Warehousing  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  W.  H. 
Walker  Transport,  Ltd.;  and  Bennett 
was  proprietor  of  J.  B.  Spice  Distribu- 
ting Co. 

"  Pep  "  Drug  as  Spur  to  Crime 

Sentence  on  a  Ramsgate  youth  who, 
with  a  companion,  went  into  a  phar- 
macy and  bought  "  pep "  tablets  to 
give  them  courage  to  break  into  a 
house,  was  postponed  pending  reports 
from  prison  medical  and  probation 
officers.  After  breaking  in,  the  two 
youths  took  a  motor  cycle.  One,  John 
Hogan,  Crescent  Road,  Sarre,  was 
killed  when  the  motor  cycle  crashed. 
At  Kent  Assizes  at  Maidstone  recently, 
the  other,  Derek  Alan  Wiltshire, 
eighteen,  Cannonbury  Road,  Rams- 
gate, pleaded  guilty  to  driving  a  motor 
cycle  dangerously  on  the  night  of 
March  27,  28;  taking  away  a  motor 
cycle    without   the    owner's  consent; 


driving  it  while  under  the  influence  of 
a  drug;  and  breaking  into  and  stealing 
property  worth  £6  from  a  house  in 
Ramsgate.  His  pleas  of  not  guilty  to 
unlawfully  killing  John  Hogan  and 
stealing  the  motor  cycle  were  accepted 
by  the  prosecution.  Wiltshire  was  re- 
manded in  custody.  Hogan  and  Wilt- 
shire were  stated  to  have  bought  tab- 
lets of  Oblivon.  The  normal  dose  was 
one  or  two  capsules  but  Wiltshire  took 
four  and  Hogan  three.  Each  had  taken 
similar  doses  the  previous  night.  They 
broke  into  the  house,  and  then  took  a 
taxi  to  Mount  Pleasant.  There  they 
found  a  motor  cycle,  which  Wiltshire 
drove,  though  he  had  driven  only  once 
previously.  Hogan,  who  rode  on  the 
pillion,  was  killed  when  the  motor 
cycle  mounted  the  kerb  after  they  had 
travelled  about  two  miles.  The  judge, 
told  that  Oblivon  capsules  could  be  pur- 
chased without  a  prescription,  said 
"  That  seems  a  very  dangerous  drug. 
Has  the  attention  of  the  Home  Olfice 
been  called  to  it?"  He  was  told  that 
"  something  is  to  be  done  in  the  near 
future." 

Spurious  Home  "  Perm  "  Outfits 

The  trial  was  continued  at  the  Central 
Criminal  Court,  London,  during  the 
whole  of  the  week  ended  July  2 
of  six  men  and  three  limited  com- 
panies who  are  alleged  to  have  been 
concerned  in  a  conspiracy  to  put  on  the 
market  a  spurious  home  "  perm  "  (see 
C.  &  D.,  July  2,  p.  6).  Herbert  Blau,  in 
evidence,  said  that  in  October  1953  he 
went  to  the  offices  of  Rich  &  Spriggs, 
Ltd.,  and  was  introduced  by  Rich  to  a 
man  he  later  knew  as  Harry  Cohen. 
Cohen  gave  him  his  business  card  which 
described  him  as  a  director  of  Gillette 
Industries,  Ltd.  (of  which  Toni  Cos- 
metics, Ltd.,  is  a  subsidiary).  Cohen 
said  Gillettes  were  giving  Rich  & 
Spriggs  a  licence  to  produce  the  Prom 
"  perm  "  outfit.  He  explained  that  Prom 
was  losing  sales  because  it  was  not 
being  sold  in  the  "  cut  price "  shops, 
and  that  the  company  was  anxious  to 
get  supplies  into  those  shops.  Cohen 
suggested  to  him  that  he  (Blau)  should 
supply  the  raw  materials  for  manufac- 
turing Prom  home  "  perm  "  outfits  to 
be  sold  in  cut-price  shops  and  he  agreed 
to  do  that.  He  was  to  be  paid  a  com- 
mission of  10  per  cent,  on  the  price  of 
the  raw  materials.  Invoices  were  to  be 
made  out  to  Cohen  c/o  Rich  &  Spriggs. 
Blau  denied  being  a  party  to  any  con- 
spiracy to  market  spurious  Prom  home 
"  perms "  and  said  he  had  believed 
Cohen  to  be  a  genuine  director  of  Gil- 
lette Industries,  Ltd.  Cohen  still  owed 
him  £300  in  respect  of  a  consignment 
of  bottles  from  Paris.  Eventually,  said 
Blau,  he  telephoned  Messrs.  Gillette 
and  was  told  there  was  no  such  person 
there  as  Harry  Cohen.  That  was  the 
first  time  he  had  reason  to  suspect  that 
Cohen  was  not  genuine.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


MR.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  N.  N.  Dodds  on 
June  13  that  radioactive  isotopes  in 
various  forms  were  being  used  for 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cancer.  New 
methods  using  isotopes  were  being 
constantly  developed  and  existing 
methods  improved.  Proposals  for 
further  treatment  units  incorporating 
more  powerful  cobalt  and  caesium 
were  in  varying  stages  of  development. 

Lung  Cancer 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Dr.  B.  Stross,  in  a  writ- 
ten answer  on  June  16,  that  death  rates 
from  lung  cancer  per  million  popula- 
tion in  England  and  Wales  were  in 
1954,  males,  657  and  females,  102.  In 
1953  the  figures  were  607  and  ninety- 
eight  respectively. 

Why  British  Delegate  was  Silent 

Mr.  D.  Kaberry  (Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary, Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  G. 
Darling  on  June  28  that  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  had  instructed 
the  United  Kingdom  delegate  at  the 
meeting  of  the  United  Nations  Eco- 
nomic and  Social  Council,  held  in 
May,  on  the  Report  on  Restrictive 
Business  Practices,  to  abstain  from  the 
discussion.  The  conference  was  on 
May  16  and,  in  deference  to  the  doubt 
felt  at  that  time  in  certain  quarters 
about  which  party  would  be  elected 
to  form  the  Government,  it  was 
thought  right  to  abstain  from  the  dis- 
cussion. 

Import  of  Samples  and  Advertising 

Mr.  A.  R.  W.  Low  (Minister  of 
State,  Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  A.  F. 
Holt  on  July  5  that  the  Government 
proposed,  in  the  near  future,  to  ratify 
the  International  Convention  to  facili- 
tate the  importation  of  samples  and 
advertising. 

Duty-free  Machinery 

Mr.  A.  R.  W.  Low  (Minister  of 
State,  Board  of  Trade)  told  Air  Com- 
modore A.  V.  Harvey  on  July  5  that 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
would  not  reduce  the  present  minimum 
in  respect  of  duty-free  imports  of 
machinery  from  £2,000  to  £500. 

Merchandise  Marks  Acts 

Mr.  D.  Kaberry  (Parliamentary  Sec- 
retary, Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr. 
G.  Darling,  in  a  written  answer  on 
July  5,  that  the  Minister  would  arrange 
to  place  in  the  library  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  from  time  to  time,  brief 
summaries  of  cases  brought  under  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Acts. 

Organisation  for  Trade  Co-operation 

Mr.  A.  F.  Holt  asked  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  July  5  if  the 
Government  had  yet  decided  to  sign 
the  agreement  to  establish  the  Organ- 
isation for  Trade  Co-operation  drawn 
up  at  the  last  session  of  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade.  Mr. 
A.  R.  W.  Low  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade)  replied  that  the 
Government  proposed  to  sign,  at  the 
appropriate   times,   the  Protocols  of 


Amendments  to  the  General  Agree- 
ment and  the  agreement  on  the 
Organisation  for  Trade  Co-operation. 
The  Protocols  Of  Amendments  were 
open  for  signature  until  November  15, 
1955,  and  the  Government  would 
arrange  for  their  signature  by  that 
date.  No  date  had  been  fixed  for 
signature  of  the  agreement  on  the 
Organisation  for  Trade  Co-operation. 
The  Government  would  decide  when 
to  sign  it  in  the  light  of  developments 
in  the  consideration  of  that  agreement 
by  the  United  States  Congress. 

Exemption  from  National  Service 

A  debate  on  a  motion  calling  for  a 
review  of  those  persons  who,  being 
members  of  a  certain  trade  or  calling, 
were  excused  National  Service,  was 
held  in  the  House  of  Lords  on  July  5. 
Lord  Cherwell  said  that  research 
workers  in  universities  whose  training 
had  cost  the  State  thousands  of  pounds 
were  called  up  for  national  service  and 
did  "  square  bashing "  or  peeling 
potatoes  at  the  most  intellectually  fer- 
tile period  of  their  life,  and  when  a 
two-year  interruption  would  do  irre- 
trievable harm.  Not  more  than  fifty 
of  those  high-grade  scholars  could  be 
exempted  in  any  one  year.  Lord 
Carrington  (Parliamentary  Secretary, 
Ministry  of  Defence)  said  that  there 
were  people  who  would  like  all  scien- 
tists to  be  deferred,  but  the  Services 
had  a  need  for  science  and  engineering 
graduates.  It  was  too  early  to  say  how 
the  scheme  for  deferment  of  fifty 
science  graduates  a  year  would  work, 
but  so  far  there  had  not  been  fifty 
applications  from  the  universities  for 
deferment  under  the  scheme. 

Advertising  and  Labelling  of  Food 

Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  (Minister  of 
Food  and  Agriculture)  told  Mrs.  J. 
Mann  on  July  7  that  he  would  not  set 
up  an  independent  consumer  research 
organisation  to  guide  and  advise 
housewives  on  the  advertising,  label- 
ling and  composition  of  food.  It  would 
seem  more  appropriate  for  it  to  be  set 
up  by  voluntary  action. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccine 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  S.  P.  Viant,  in  a 
written  answer  on  July  7,  that  he 
understood  that  monkey  kidney  tissue 
was  at  present  being  used  as  a  ba.sis 
for  the  manufacture  of  poliomyelitis 
vaccine.  While  most  of  the  tests  for 
poliomyelitis  vaccine  were  carried  out 
in  test  tubes,  it  was  necessary  to  test 
each  batch  for  safety  by  inoculating 
monkeys.  If  the  vaccine  contained 
the  living  virus  the  monkeys  might 
develop  poliomyelitis.  If  the  vaccine 
was  safe,  the  monkeys  suffered  no  ill 
effects.  The  Minister  understood  that 
the  vaccine  so  far  manufactured  in 
Britain  contained  virus  strains  of  each 
of  the  three  known  types  in  roughly 
equal  proportions.  The  strain  of  type  I 
virus  that  had  hitherto  been  used  had 
been  the  Mahoney  strain.  None  of 
that  vaccine  had  been  used  in  Britain 
except  for  laboratory  purposes.  The 
Medical  Research  Council  had  advised 


that  no  vaccine  containing  the 
Mahoney  strain  should  be  used  in  the 
immunisation  of  children,  and  investi- 
gations were  proceeding  with  a  view 
to  replacing  the  Mahoney  strain. 

Evidence  on  Monopolies 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade)  told  Vis- 
count Hinchingbrooke  and  Mr. 
J.  R.  H.  Hutchison,  in  a  written 
answer  on  July  12,  that  he  did  not 
propose  to  publish  the  evidence  taken 
by  the  Monopolies  Commission  for 
their  report  on  collective  discrimina- 
tion. The  evidence,  which  contained 
confidential  information  about  the  in- 
dividual trading  position  of  firms,  was 
given  on  a  voluntary  basis  on  the 
assumption  that  it  would  not  be  pub- 
lished. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Scotland)  Bill 
was  read  a  second  time  on  July  6. 

The  Rating  and  Valuation  (Miscel- 
laneous Provisions)  Bill  was  read  a 
second  time  in  the  House  of  Lords  on 
July  11.

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

CANADA 

Health  Service  Plea 

The  Canadian  Minister  of  Health  said 
in  Toronto  recently  that  some  form  of 
health  service  for  all  citizens  must  be 
established  in  Canada.  The  Minister, 
addressing  a  joint  meeting  of  British 
and  Canadian  Medical  Associations, 
said  that  such  a  scheme  should  be  de- 
cided upon  in  agreement  with  the 
medical  professions  and  should  pre- 
serve the  principles  of  a  profession, 
which  now  gave  Canadians  the 
highest  standard  of  medical  service  in 
the  world. 

Police  Laxity  Alleged 

Serious  concern  about  the  problem  of 
drug  addiction  in  Vancouver  has  been 
expressed  in  the  report  to  the  Cana- 
dian Senate  of  the  Reid  Committee  on 
traffic  in  narcotic  drugs  in  Canada.  In 
the  report,  published  on  June  23,  the 
Vancouver  police  department  is  criti- 
cised for  laxity  in  tackling  the  prob- 
lem, and  the  chief  of  police  has  been 
suspended,  pending  an  official  inquiry 
into  allegations  of  corruption  within 
the  department.  The  number  of  addicts 
in  Vancouver  is  estimated  by  the  com- 
mittee to  be  between  1,100  and  1,500, 
and  more  than  300  are  stated  to  be 
detained  at  the  moment.  The  rest  are 
at  large  and  engaged  in  petty  crime  in 
order  to  purchase  drugs.  The  commit- 
tee call  for  rigorous  police  action  and 
recommend  heavier  sentences  for 
addiction,  including  life  imprisonment 
for  drug  traffickers  in  certain  circum- 
stances. Montreal,  the  largest  city  in 
Canada,  has  fewer  than  200  criminal 
addicts,  and  Toronto  (with  more  than 
1,000,000  population)  has  fewer  than 
400.  The  total  number  of  cases  of 
addiction  in  Canada  today  is  estimated 
to  be  about  one-third  of  the  official 
total  of  9,500  in  1924.  It  is  admitted 
that  heroin,  the  drug  most  in  use,  can 
be  transported  with  ease  across  the 
long  Canadian  border — and  half  the 
illicit  traffic  is  centred  in  British 
Columbia. 

NIGERIA 

A  Pharmaceutical  Corporation 

The  Eastern  Region  Government  of 
Nigeria  has  passed  a  pharmaceutical 
corporation  law,  establishing  a  cor- 
poration for  the  manufacture,  sale 
and  distribution  of  drugs,  poisons  and 
all  medical  stores  and  equipment  and 
to  encourage  research.  A  sum  of 
£79,400  has  been  granted  to  the 
regional  veterinary  department  for  the 
investigation  of  poultry  diseases  and 
the  introduction  of  improved  types  of 
poultry. 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

"  Miracle  Medicines  " 

An  alleged  "  miracle  medicines  "  busi- 
ness on  the  Rand,  said  to  have  re- 
vealed unethical  practices  involving 
certain  European  doctors  in  Native 
townships,  is  being  investigated  by  a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  South  Africa.  A  report  is  being 
submitted  to  the  executive  committee 
of  the  Society.  It  is  alleged  that  harm- 
less but  useless  medicines  are  sold  at 
high  prices  to  non-European  residents 
of  Rand  townships.  The  doctors  sell 
the  medicines  direct  to  the  patients. 
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DEVELOPMENTS  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES 


IN  the  search  for  methods  of  con- 
trolling insect  pests,  U.S.  Department 
of  Agricultural  scientists  are  studying 
chemicals  that  inhibit  the  normal 
development  of  insects.  Piperonyl 
butoxide  appears  to  be  one  of  the  most 
promising.  It  has  been  found  to  slow 
down  the  rate  of  house  fly  larvae 
development.  Blended  with  a  bran- 
yeast  medium,  in  which  fly  larvae  are 
reared  in  the  laboratory,  piperonyl 
butoxide  caused  the  larvae-to-adult 
development  period  to  be  lengthened 
by  two  days.  When  the  amount  of 
piperonyl  butoxide  was  slightly  more 
than  doubled  (to  an  amount  equal  to 
0  25  per  cent,  of  the  total  weight  of  the 
rearing  medium),  practically  no  flies 
matured.  It  is  also  reported  that  the 
use  of  piperonyl  butoxide  in  that 
manner  was  more  effective  against  the 
larvae  of  DDT-resistant  flies  than 
against  those  of  normal  flies.  In  one 
experiment  only  3  per  cent,  of  the  re- 
sistant flies  became  adults;  16  per  cent, 
of  the  normal  flies  survived. 

Virus  as  Cause  of  Cancer? 

Dr.  Warren  Bostick  (associate  pro- 
fessor of  pathology,  University  of  Cali- 
fornia School  of  Medicine,  San 
Francisco),  has  reported  the  first  con- 
clusive demonstration  of  a  virus  in  the 
diseased  tissues  of  patients  with 
Hodgkin's  disease,  a  cancer  of  the 
lymph  glands.  Dr.  Bostick  said  that 
an  infectious  agent  that  he  obtained 
from  the  tissues  of  two  human  patients 
with  Hodgkin's  disease  caused  the 
death  of  baby  mice.  A  virus  was  first 
proposed  as  the  cause  of  Hodgkin's 
disease  as  long  ago  as  1932.  Dr.  Bos- 
tick has  pointed  out  that,  while  the 
mice  died  of  virus  infection,  they  did 
not  develop  the  tumours  characteristic 
of  Hodgkin's  disease.  He  is  now  try- 
ing the  virus  on  other  animals  to  find 
one  in  which  the  virus  will  form  can- 
cer like  that  in  man. 

Paper  that  is  three  to  ten  times 
stronger  than  that  made  from  con- 
ventional pulp  or  rags  has  been  suc- 
cessfully produced  from  chemical 
fibres  by  E.  I.  du  Pont  de  Nemours  & 
Co.,  Inc.,  Wilmington,  Delaware.  The 
paper  is  said  to  be  highly  resistant  to 
chemical  attack,  absorb  very  little 
moisture,  and  resist  the  action  of 
moulds,  bacteria,  and  light. 

Utilising  an  improved  process,  the 
production  of  maleic  anhydride  has 
been  substantially  increased  at  the 
Elizabeth,  New  Jersey,  plant  of  Reich- 
hold  Chemicals,  Inc.  In  the  new  pro- 
cess, which  was  evolved  by  Scientific 
Design  Co.,  Inc.,  New  York,  benzene 
is  oxidised  in  a  fixed-bed  reactor.  The 
resulting  maleic  anhydride  vapour  is 
scrubbed  with  water  to  remove  maleic 
anhydride,  and  the  solution  is  dehydra- 
ted under  special  conditions.  The 
crude  maleic  anhydride  is  purified  by 
further  distillation,  and  processed  by  a 
pelleting  machine. 

The  Jefferson  Chemical  Co.,  New 
York,  has  started  production  of  a  new 
commercial  glycerin  derivative,  gly- 
cerin carbonate,  a  colourless,  odour- 
less, mobile  liquid  that  is  miscible  with 
water  and  many  low  molecular-weight 
solvents.    Possible  applications  of  the 


product  include:  In  hydroxyalkylation 
reactions,  particularly  with  phenols, 
which  yield  aryl  ethers  of  glycerin, 
and  with  fatty  acids,  which  are  con- 
verted to  glycerides;  as  a  source  of  the 
reactive  epoxide,  glycidol,  which  has 
not  been  commercially  available  and 
to  which  glycerin  carbonate  can  be 
converted  in  good  yield;  as  an  extrac- 
tive solvent  (for  example,  to  separate 
weak  aromatic  bases  from  aliphatic 
and  aromatic  hydrocarbons);  and  in 
reactions  with  ammonia  or  strong 
primary  and  secondary  amines,  with- 
out loss  of  carbon  dioxide,  to  produce 
glyceryl  esters  of  carbamic  acid  and 
its  N-substituted  derivatives. 

Dr.  E.  J.  Henley  (assistant  professor 
of  chemical  engineering,  Columbia 
University,  New  York)  has  described  a 
new  radiation  detector  that  measures 
exposure  by  changes  in  the  colour  of 
a  piece  of  cellulose  film.  High  levels 
of  atomic  radiation  can  be  measured 
easily  by  a  small  patch  of  blue  cellu- 
lose film  which  becomes  lighter  in 
colour  as  the  amount  of  radiation  is 
increased.  The  dye  in  the  film  is 
fairly  sensitive  to  the  more  penetrating 
radiations  at  levels  of  100,000  to 
10,000,000  roentgen  units,  which  is 
the  range  used  for  radiation  sterilisa- 
tion. The  changes  in  the  shade  of 
colour  can  be  readily  detected. 

A  new  method  of  preserving  vita- 
mins and  other  food  products  has  been 
developed  by  Dr.  Hermann  Schlenk 
and  co-workers  at  the  Hormel  Insti- 
tute, Minnesota  University,  Minneapo- 
lis. By  the  new  process  a  vitamin  can 
be  crystallised  in  combination  with 
another  edible  material  to  form  an  in- 
clusion compound  in  which  the  crystal- 
line structure  of  the  other  material 
encloses  each  molecule  of  vitamin. 
Vitamin  A,  for  example,  has  been 
made  completely  stable  by  the  tech- 
nique. 

Charting  Heart's  Action 

A  co-operative  undertaking  of  the 
Med  ical  College  of  South  Carolina 
and  the  General  Motors  Research 
Laboratories  has  resulted  in  the  devel- 
opment of  a  new  device,  called  the 
Electro  Stethograph,  which  can  detect 
some  of  the  heart's  faint  sounds,  which 


neither  the  human  ear  nor  a  stetho- 
scope can  hear.  The  new  device 
utilises  part  of  an  instrument  called 
the  Surfagage,  which  the  motor  com- 
pany originally  developed  for  measur- 
ing the  roughness  of  highly  machined 
car  parts.  The  Stethograph  was  devel- 
oped by  combining  part  of  a  stetho- 
scope with  the  highly  sensitive  pickup 
of  the  Surfagage.  Thus  doctors  are 
given  a  high-fidelity  record  either  on 
an  oscilloscope  or  direct-writing  device, 
of  the  heart's  sounds  and  vibrations. 
In  the  new  instrument,  the  diaphragm 
of  a  stethoscope  is  attached  to  the  Sur- 
fagage pickup.  The  Stethograph's 
hearing  range  is  as  low  as  one  cycle  a 
second.  It  is  thought  that  the  new 
device  may  supplement  other  instru- 
ments for  charting  heart  action. 

Research  workers  at  the  University 
of  California's  Los  Angeles  Medical 
Centre  have  found  a  significant  corre- 
lation between  the  level  of  amino  acids 
in  the  blood  and  appetite.  If  those 
levels  are  high,  appetite  is  poor;  if 
low,  a  good  appetite  results. 

A  research  team  headed  by  Dr. 
C.  H.  Li  (professor  of  biochemistry  at 
the  University  of  California,  Berkeley, 
California)  has  succeeded  in  determin- 
ing the  complete  molecular  structure 
of  ACTH.  Announcing  the  develop- 
ment, the  University  said  that  the 
work  brightened  the  hope  that  the 
large  pituitary  hormones  might  be 
synthesised. 

Monoxychlorosene,  has  been  found 
active  against  certain  stubborn  forms 
of  tuberculosis.  The  drug  is  manufac- 
tured under  the  name  of  Clorpactin  90 
by  the  Guardian  Chemical  Corpora- 
tion, Long  Island  City,  New  York. 

A  better  understanding  of  fungous 
diseases  of  plants  is  expected  to  result 
from  a  discovery  that  fungi  respond 
to  light  and  that  some  depend  on 
light  for  certain  life  processes.  Drs. 
W.  D.  McClellan,  H.  A.  Borthwick, 
and  S.  B.  Hendricks,  in  experiments  at 
the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture's 
research  service  station,  Beltsville, 
Maryland,  have  found  that  eight  out 
of  thirteen  fungi  tested  showed 
definite  light  responses.  The  organisms 
seemed  especially  dependent  on  light 
in  starting  spore  formation.

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PHARMACEUTICAL     SOCIETY     OF     GREAT  BRITAIN 

COLOURED  TABLETS  IN  THE  PHARMACOPOEIA  ? 


The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  its  meeting 
in  London  on  July  6  considered  a  letter  from  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  intimating  that,  in  preparing 
the  next  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  the  Com- 
mission was  considering  whether  the  practice  of  adding 
colouring  agents  to  tablets  should  be  recognised.  A  meeting 
on  the  subject  was  being  held  on  September  14,  and  it 
was  suggested  that  the  Society  should  send  two  representa- 
tives. A  similar  invitation  was  being  extended  to  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  Association  of 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry.  It  was  agreed  that  Mr. 
J.  M.  Dowty  and  Dr.  K.  R.  Capper  should  attend  the  meet- 
ing on  behalf  of  the  Society. 

The  lecture  tours  recently  made  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Franco-British  Pharmaceutical  Commission  by  Messrs. 
F.  C.  Wilson  and  F.  H.  Oliver  in  France  and  by  Professor 
Truhaut  and  Dr.  A.  Manchec  in  Britain  (see  C.  &  D., 
May  7,  p.  493  and  May  14,  p.  523)  were  reported  on.  The 
British  lecturers  said  they  had  been  asked  by  M.  Viviand 
(maire-adjoint  of  Aix-les-Bains)  to  invite  the  Franco- 
British  Pharmaceutical  Congress  to  visit  that  town  when 
next  it  met  in  France.  The  Commission  thanked  the  lec- 
turers, and  all  who  had  helped  look  after  them.  Mr.  H.  S. 
Grainger  said  that  the  French  visitors  had  expressed  great 
pleasure  at  the  arrangements  made. 

A  first  half-yearly  report  of  the  work  done  in  the  labora- 
tory of  the  Society's  Scientific  Publications  Department 
was  presented  by  the  Establishment  and  Publications 
Committee,  and  the  Council  authorised  congratulations  to 
be  conveyed  to  Dr.  Capper. 

The  Organisation  Committee  considered  the  agenda  for 
the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting  being  held  at  Aber- 
deen on  August  31,  and  agreed  that  the  papers  (on 
proprietary  medicines)  should  be  read  in  the  following 
order: — (1)  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman;  (2)  Mr.  H.  Treves  Brown; 
(3)  Mr.  J.  C.  Bloomfield.  Mr.  G.  H.  Hughes  (chairman  of  the 
Committee)  confirmed  that,  to  allow  adequate  time  for 
discussion,  only  summaries  of  the  papers  would  be  read. 

Students'  Resolutions 

The  Education  Committee  considered  twelve  resolutions 
submitted  from  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Students' 
Association  Conference,  1955.  Four  (that  organic  chemistry 
should  be  included  in  the  Intermediate  examination  sylla- 
bus; that  the  Intermediate  examination  should  be  revised 
or  abolished;  that  universities'  forensic  pharmacy  examina- 
tions should  be  recognised  for  registration  requirements,  or 
the  Society's  examination  in  that  subject  taken  at  the  same 
time;  and  that  the  Society  should  ensure  that  the  course  of 
training  of  apprentices  recommended  to  apprentice  masters 
was  more  conscientiously  implemented  so  as  to  integrate 
that  period  with  the  courses  of  study  for  qualification) 
were  referred  to  the  educational  policy  subcommittee.  A 
request  for  a  proper  centre  for  the  Society's  Qualifying 
examination  to  be  set  up  in  London  was  thought  to  be  a 
matter  for  consideration  by  the  Council.  The  remainder 
of  the  resolutions  were  noted.  They  deplored  the  insistence 
by  some  colleges  on  evidence  of  vacational  practical  work; 
urged  that  the  Society's  diploma  should  be  ceremonially 
presented;  asked  that  the  conditions  for  the  award  of  the 
Fellowship  of  the  Society  should  be  made  clear;  called  for 
the  Fellowship  to  be  maintained  at  a  high  level  and 
awarded  similarly  to  those  of  other  learned  societies; 
deplored  irresponsible  Press  advertisement  of  potent  and 
dangerous  pharmaceutical  products;  and  asked  the  Society 
to  approach  the  University  of  London  to  obtain  the  same 
exemptions  by  virtue  of  the  Scottish  Leaving  Certificate 
as  by  virtue  of  the  General  Certificate  of  Education. 

The  Council  approved  a  statement  for  submission  as 
evidence  to  the  joint  committee  set  up  by  the  three  Stand- 


ing Advisory  Committees  of  the  Central  Health  Services 
Council  on  the  custody  and  issue  of  Dangerous  Drugs 
and  Scheduled  poisons  in  hospitals. 

The  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Committee's  report 
showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £239  had  been  made  to 
five  widows  and  two  members.  One  application  was 
allowed  to  lie  on  the  table,  and  one  attracted  no  grant. 
Two  grants  totalling  £40  were  made  for  special  purposes. 
The  quarterly  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  recorded,  for 
the  June  quarter,  thirty-nine  grants  amounting  to  £2,160, 
against  thirty-four  grants  and  £2,101  in  the  corresponding 
quarter  of  1954.  Receipts  to  June  16  were  £10,611,  includ- 
ing subscriptions  (£6,739);  disbursements  made  and 
amounts  earmarked  totalled  £9,411.  In  the  corresponding 
period  of  1954  the  figures  were:  Receipts  £9,226  (subscrip- 
tions £6,053)  and  expenditure  authorised,  £8,614.  From 
the  War  Aid  Fund  in  the  June  quarter  six  grants  amount- 
ing to  £777  were  made,  against  six  grants  and  £796  a  year 
earlier. 

Guests  at  Birdsgrove  House 

The  Warden  of  Birdsgrove  House  reported  that,  in  the 
month  to  June  16,  forty-eight  guests  had  stayed  at  the 
home  for  an  aggregate  of  seventy-seven  weeks,  against 
fifty-one  guests  and  sixty-one  weeks  in  the  corresponding 
period  of  1954.  The  cost  per  bed  at  Birdsgrove  House 
was  reported  to  be  £8  8s.  per  week;  that  amount  would 
be  reduced  to  £5  8s.  if  all  beds  were  in  use  during  the 
winter  months. 

A  resolution,  passed  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
National  Association  of  Women  Pharmacists,  that  persons 
other  than  the  wives  or  husbands  of  members  should  be 
allowed  to  accompany  members  convalescent  at  Birdsgrove 
House,  was  considered.  The  resolution  mentioned  a  parent 
or  near  relative  or  the  person  who  had  nursed  the  member. 
The  Committee  agreed  that  the  chairman  should  have 
authority  to  permit  the  admission  of  such  persons  in  excep- 
tional circumstances.  A  gift  of  £32  was  reported  from  the 
West  Ham  and  District  Association  of  Pharmacists  for  the 
Cumberland  room. 

The  Registrar  reported  receiving  many  letters  of  thanks 
from  pharmacists  registered  over  fifty  years;  the  president's 
letter  appeared  to  have  given  much  pleasure. 

It  was  reported  that,  in  June,  thirty-seven  persons  had 
been  registered  as  student,  making  264  in  the  year,  against 
247  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1954.  The  Council 
approved  recommendations  to  add  to  the  Register  of  Phar- 
maceutical Chemists  the  names  of  eleven  persons  who  had 
applied  for  registration  under  reciprocal  arrangements.  One 
further  name  was  to  be  added  on  submission  of  documents. 
118  former  members  had  met  the  necessary  fees  and  penal- 
ties and  had  had  their  names  restored  to  the  register.  Fifty- 
three  addresses  removed  from  the  Register  of  Premises 
had  been  similarly  restored. 

The  Council  agreed,  subject  to  the  provision  of  adequate 
technical  assistance  in  biology,  to  approve  Paisley  Tech- 
nical College  as  a  centre  of  instruction  for  the  Society's 
Intermediate  examination. 

The  Law  Committee's  report  showed  that,  in  May,  the 
Society's  inspectors  and  agents  had  visited  826  authorised 
sellers,  105  listed  sellers,  and  442  drug-store  proprietors  and 
similar  traders.  Thirteen  alleged  infringements  of  the 
Pharmacy  Act  and  the  Penicillin  Act  had  been  considered 
and  appropriate  action  taken. 

A  letter  from  the  John  Nash  memorial  committee  drew 
attention  to  the  proposed  erection  of  a  memorial  to  John 
Nash,  and  gave  a  reminder  that  the  Society's  House  had 
associations  with  him.  On  the  recommendation  of  the 
Establishment  Committee  it  was  agreed  to  contribute 
£10  10s.  to  the  fund. 
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New  Monopolies  for  Old 

After  publication  of  the  Monopolies  Commission's 
report  on  "  Collective  Discrimination  "  (C.  &  D.,  July  2, 
p.  7  and  9,  p.  30)  events  followed  rapidly. 

The  Labour  Opposition  tabled  a  motion  calling  on 
the  Government  to  endorse  the  conclusions  of  the 
Commission's  majority  report  and  to  provide  for  the 
registration  of  collective  agreements.  Not  to  be  thought 
dilatory  in  acting  in  the  interests  of  consumers,  the 
Government  announced  on  July  5  that  it  was  arranging 
for  time  for  debating  a  motion  of  its  own  (welcoming 
the  report  "  as  a  basis  upon  which  Her  Majesty's 
Government  can  formulate  its  proposals  ").  The  Labour 
motion  is  being  treated  as  an  amendment  to  that.  A 
Liberal  amendment  to  the  Government  motion  has  also 
been  tabled  urging  legislation  to  give  effect  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  majority  report.  The  debate 
having  been  fixed  for  July  12,  its  outcome  was  not 
known  at  the  time  we  went  to  press.  Action  in  this 
matter  comes  within  the  province  of  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and,  following  a  request  from  its 
chairman  Mr.  Thorneycroft  agreed  to  receive  a  depu- 
tation from  the  Fair  Prices  Defence  Committee.  That 
took  place  at  very  short  notice  on  July  8. 

The  Fair  Prices  Defence  Committee  represents  many 
trades,  and  members  of  the  deputation  were  assuredly 
familiar  with  all  aspects  of  the  subject  discussed  with 
the  Minister.  Yet  it  is  doubtful  whether  the  Minister 
will  now  be  dissuaded  from  intended  action  by 
any  deputation,  however  eloquent.  Chemists  and  others 
must  rather  focus  their  efforts  on  securing  that  any 
repressive  legislation  that  emerges  shall  not  reach  the 
Statute  book  without  at  least  the  fullest  Parliamentary 
debate,  in  the  course  of  which  their  own  cogent  case 
is  convincingly  put. 

The  core  of  the  problem,  so  far  as  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  system  is  concerned,  is 
whether  the  effect  of  abolishing  collective  resale  price 
maintenance  is  to  create  monopoly  or  counteract  it. 
Whatever  theories  may  be  held  on  that  subject  there 
is  no  lack  of  hard  experience,  both  here  and  in  America, 
to  demonstrate  what  actually  happens.  When  retail 
prices  are  made  a  free-for-all  the  big  fellow  drives  the 
small  one  out  of  business  or  into  mergers  that  are 
themselves  monopolistic. 

Unfortunately  the  Monopolies  Commission,  after 
lumping  together  under  one  heading  "  common  price  " 
agreements  and  agreements  to  enforce  prices  fixed  inde- 
pendently for  their  own  products  by  manufacturers, 
lumped  them  together  again  in  its  single,  easy,  sweeping 
recommendation  to  "  abolish  the  lot."   As  has  been 


said,  whereas  the  Lloyd-Jacob  Committee,  in  consider- 
ing in  1949  the  subject  of  resale  price  maintenance, 
"  falsely  presented "  economic  facts,  the  Monopolies 
Commission  has  "  completely  disregarded  "  them.  It  is 
that  complete  disregard  that  P.A.T.A.  supporters  must 
set  themselves  energetically  to  overcome.  They  have 
to  see  that  the  economic  facts  of  price  chaos  are  made 
known  to  Parliament  and  the  public.  The  most  impor- 
tant of  those  facts  are  that  in  a  price  war  the  small 
trader  is  quickly  bankrupted  and  that  standards  of 
commercial  morality  decline  (in  America,  as  Dr. 
Dargavel  has  mentioned,  department  stores  that  sold 
branded  products  at  fractions  of  their  nominal  retail 
prices  recouped  themselves  with  outrageous  margins  in 
departments  where  the  customer  was  less  price-con- 
scious). It  has  also  to  be  hammered  home  that  in  the 
drug  trade,  with  its  mainly  low  units  of  price  and 
numerous  wholesale  distributors,  the  collective  method 
of  enforcement  is  the  only  one  that  has  worked.  Chem- 
ists might  not  quarrel  with  a  law  that  gave  them  equal 
protection  under  State  rather  than  voluntary  machinery, 
but  must  resist  to  the  uttermost  the  throwing-over  of  a 
system  without  which  many  now  in  business  might  not 
have  survived. 

In  general,  there  is  no  call  for  pessimism.  There  are 
signs  that  neither  the  Government  nor  the  Opposition 
is  blindly  accepting  every  recommendation  of  the 
majority  of  the  Commission,  and  that  the  Government 
is  taking  the  time  that  is  essential  for  a  wise  decision. 
Yet  even  if,  in  the  short  run,  the  efforts  of  the  friends 
of  collective  resale  price  maintenance  should  fail,  and 
retail  trade  be  in  for  a  period  of  destructive  competi- 
tion, facts  will  eventually  triumph  over  unfounded 
theories.  It  may  be  difficult  to  convince  politicians  in 
advance  that  price-cutting  has  a  monopolistic  effect. 
But,  when  that  is  seen  to  be  the  result,  no  Government 
will  permit  independent  retailers  to  suffer  extinction. 

Hospitals  and  Their  Future 

The  recently  announced  details  by  the  Minister  of 
Health  of  a  £17|  millions  programme  of  hospital  exten- 
sion in  1956-57  and  1957-58,  with  a  hint  of  further 
schemes  in  preparation  for  subsequent  years,  raise  the 
question  whether,  perhaps,  there  may  prove  to  be  no 
need  for  further  continuous  programmes  on  that  scale. 

The  factor  that  may  quite  possibly  render  future 
large-scale  hospital  development  unnecessary  is  the 
phenomenal  development  of  chemotherapeutics.  Serious 
diseases  are  one  by  one  being  brought  under  drug  con- 
trol. Many  conditions  that  used  to  require  surgical  inter- 
vention and  removal  to  hospital  can  now  be  dealt  with 
by  drug  treatment  at  home.  American  statistics  show 
that,  between  1945  and  1951,  the  average  length  of  the 
stay  in  hospital  fell  from  15-9  days  to  11-1  days,  and  in 
some  areas  there  are  for  the  first  time  unoccupied  beds 
in  tuberculosis  sanatoria.  The  annual  report  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  1953  indicates  that  the  yearly 
rate  of  bed  turnover  (which  is  the  converse  of  average 
length  of  bed  occupation)  increased  from  9-5  to  11-6. 

Certainly  there  is  no  sign  of  any  slackening  of  phar- 
maceutical research.  In  fact,  the  rate  of  progress  seems 
to  accelerate  each  year.  The  time  may  confidently  be 
looked  forward  to  when  hospital  and  surgical  treatment 
are  progressively  replaced  by  drug  treatment  in  the 
home.  Perhaps  earlier  than  is  expected  a  point  will  be 
reached  beyond  which  further  large  programmes  of 
hospital  extension  will  not  be  needed.

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 


The  historical  interests  of  pharmacists  are  varied.  Mr. 
R.  H.  C.  Gillis,  M.P.S.,  Newquay,  Cornwall,  is  an  authority 
on  old  boats.  In  a  recent  article  in  the  Carnishman  news- 
paper he  described  a  200-year-old  craft  still  in  use  at  St. 
Michael's  Mount:  the  six-oared  St.  Aubyn  State  barge. 
Articles  Mr.  Gillis  has  written  about  six-oared  pilot  gigs 
in  a  West  Country  daily  have  brought  him  into  contact 
with  Mr.  Frank  Peters,  St.  Mawes,  whose  ancestors  built 
the  six-oared  pilot  gigs  and  many  four-oared  gigs  designed 
for  use  in  Mount's  Bay.  Mr.  Peters  is  building  boats  today 
in  the  same  shed  in  which  the  oldest  known  pilot  gig 
"Newquay"  was  built  in  1812.  At  the  invitation  of  Lord 
St.  Levan,  Mr.  Gillis  and  Mr.  Peters  went  to  St.  Michael's 
Mount  to  examine  the  State  barge  and  determine  whether 
she  was  a  "  Peters  "  boat  or  bore  any  resemblance  to  a 
pilot  gig.  Mr.  Peters  examined  the  craft  in  detail  and 
declared  her  age  to  be  near  the  two-hundred-year  mark. 
Mr.  Gillis  describes  her  as  being  27  ft.  2  in.  long  and  7  ft. 
4  in.  in  beam,  "  a  boat  of  near  perfection."  She  has  typical 
Peters  dead-woods  and  thwart  pillars,  mast-step,  bottom 
boards  and  stretched  cleats.  All  those  are  fitted  in  iden- 
tical manner  to  the  Newquay  gigs.  The  tack  hooks,  always 
made  by  hand  at  St.  Mawes,  are  exactly  like  those  in  all 
the  Peters-built  gigs  at  Scilly  and  Newquay.  "  All  these 
similarities  point  to  the  fact  that  this  St.  Aubyn  barge  was 
built  in  the  Peters  yard  .  .  ."  concluded  Mr.  Gillis.

The  other  day  the  writer  received  from  some  kind  person 
a  copy  of  a  little  book  called  "  Savory's  Compendium  of 
Modern  Medicine."  This  little  book,  now  long  forgotten 
under  the  welter  of  other  publications,  enjoyed  quite  a 
vogue  in  its  time — indeed  between  1836  and  1866  it  ran 
to  ten  editions,  and  sold  at  5s.  a  copy.  The  "  Compendium  " 
was  primarily  a  guide  to  the  Savory  &  Moore  medicine 
chest,  but  its  successive  editions  undoubtedly  enhanced  in 
a  more  general  way  the  reputation  of  the  firm.  Before  the 
days  of  railways  and  good  roads  it  was  the  custom  in 
country  houses  to  keep  a  good  supply  of  the  principal 
popular  remedies  in  compact  medicine  chests,  made  usually 
of  mahogany  or  some  other  hard  wood,  strongly  bound 
with  brass,  and  fitted  with  lock  and  key.  Without  a  tele- 
phone to  summon  the  doctor,  the  housewife  of  that  time 
had  to  have  a  more  than  elementary  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine or  first  aid,  and,  on  the  large  estates  with  many 
workers,  the  squire's  lady,  or  possibly  the  housekeeper,  was 
looked  to  in  cases  of  emergency  until  the  doctor  could  be 
fetched.  Even  when  his  pony  and  trap  arrived,  conveyance 
to  a  hospital  would  be  unusual.  In  those  circumstances  a 
little  guide  such  as  the  "  Compendium  "  would  be  of  great 
assistance,  in  fact  a  most  necessary  addition  to  a  medicine 
chest.  The  first  edition,  written  by  John  Savory,  ran  to 
about  200  pages.  So  clearly  successful  was  it  that  the 
second  edition  was  of  over  300  pages,  and  by  the  time  the 
ninth  edition  was  published  in  1878  it  had  so  expanded 
that  the  production  of  a  "  condensed  edition "  became 
necessary.  When  the  appalling  inefficiency  of  medical  treat- 
ment in  the  Crimea  was  revealed  by  Florence  Nightingale, 
it  was  to  Savory  &  Moore  that  the  War  Office  turned  to 
provide  medical  supplies  in  portable  packings.  Messrs. 
Savory  produced  a  variety  of  medical  packs  ranging  from 
a  small  one  that  could  be  carried  by  the  individual  soldier 
(no  doubt  the  forerunner  of  the  Field  Service  Dressing  of 
the  1939—45  war),  to  railway  wagons  fitted  up  as  mammoth 
medicine  chests.  Between  those  extremes  were  medical 
field  panniers  that  could  be  slung  over  pack  mules,  and 
horse-drawn  medical  carts.  The  company's  association  with 
the  War  Office  was  long  and  happy,  lasting  from  1852  to 
1891.  Probably  it  was  a  prosperous  one  too,  for  on  Febru- 
ary 28,  1890,  a  member  of  the  House  of  Commons  asked 


the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  why  the  contract  for  medi- 
cal supplies  for  Her  Majesty's  Army  had  been  placed  with 
one  firm  only.  What  brought  the  editions  of  the  "  Com- 
pendium "  to  an  end  is  not  known. 

★ 

Dr.  Dargavel,  whose  address  to  representative  members  of 
retail  trade  organisations  in  this  country  is  outlined  on 
pp.  56-57,  also  described  in  graphic  detail  during  his  short 
stay  in  Britain  the  difficult  birth  but  lively  career 
of  the  National  Association  of  Retail  Druggists,  from  whose 
36,000  members  he  brought  greetings  to  their  British  col- 
leagues. Prior  to  the  establishment  of  the  Association,  he 
said,  pharmacists  of  the  United  States  were  demoralised. 
Most  of  them  were  sorry  they  had  become  pharmacists. 
The  manufacturers  followed  arrogant  policies  of  greed,  and 
even  the  majority  of  wholesalers  were  inclined  to  ignore  the 
welfare  of  the  retail  druggists.  For  a  long  time  most  phar- 
macies were  owned  by  physicians,  who  left  them  to  be 
operated  by  medical  apprentices  or  employed  assistants.  That 
situation  was  an  obstacle  to  higher  standards  of  knowledge 
and  skill  among  pharmacists.  General  mercantile  concerns 
sold  proprietary  remedies  and  other  drug  items;  and  whole- 
salers invaded  the  retail  field,  forming  syndicates  composed 
of  pharmacies  which  they  either  owned  outright  or  con- 
trolled. For  a  time  the  wholesalers  held  absolute  authority 
over  more  than  60  per  cent,  of  U.S.  pharmacies.  Competi- 
tion was  carried  to  the  point  where  it  became  vicious,  and 
manufacturers  of  proprietary  remedies  paid  little  attention 
to  protests  against  discriminatory  discounts,  bonuses,  etc. 
The  first  defence  to  which  independent  retail  druggists  re- 
sorted was  substitution,  compounding  preparations  to  sell 
in  the  place  of  "  patent  "  medicines.  The  next  step  was  to 
establish  co-operatives  to  manufacture.  They  also  united 
to  take  advantage  of  quantity  discounts.  Many  efforts  were 
made  to  bring  about  uniform  resale  prices,  but  an  organisa- 
tion known  as  the  National  Retail  Druggists'  Association, 
formed  in  1883,  lived  only  four  years,  the  majority  of 
independent  drug-store  owners  refusing  to  work  together. 
A  decade  passed:  a  decade  of  economic  desperation.  Then, 
on  August  11,  1898,  the  Chicago  Retail  Druggists'  Associa- 
tion issued  a  call  to  the  independent  pharmacy  owners  of 
the  country  to  gather  in  St.  Louis  on  October  17,  1898,  to 
form  an  organisation  to  serve  the  business  end  of  pharmacy. 
On  the  appointed  day  about  200  delegates  from  twenty  States 
and  twenty-four  local  groups  registered  for  the  convention. 
On  October  21,  1898,  they  launched  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Retail  Druggists.  One  of  the  Association's  first  reso- 
lutions called  on  proprietary  manufacturers  to  limit  distri- 
bution of  their  goods  to  legitimate  dealers  recognised  as 
such  by  the  proprietary  committee  of  the  National  Whole- 
sale Druggists'  Association  and  the  executive  committee  of 
the  N.A.R.D.  In  its  years  of  infancy  the  N.A.R.D.  made 
notable  contributions  to  pharmacists'  welfare,  the  technique 
included  organised  boycotts  and  fair-trade  contracts.  The 
N.A.R.D.  was  a  major  factor  in  the  enactment  of  legisla- 
tion against  hidden  discounts,  secret  rebates  and  other  ways 
of  manipulating  prices  in  favour  of  selected  retailers.  A  pro- 
posal to  make  it  illegal  to  participate  in  hidden  discounts 
and  secret  rebates  and  every  form  of  discrimination  coupled 
to  wholesale  prices  became  a  Federal  statute  in  1936.  The 
Association's  other  proud  achievement  was,  of  course,  the 
fair-trade  legislation.

AUSTRIA 

Pharmazeutischer  Reichsverband  fiir  Osterreich 

The  Pharmazeutischer  Reichsverband  fiir  Osterreich  (Organ- 
isation of  Employed  Pharmacists  in  Austria),  Spitalgasse 
31,  Vienna  IX,  is  the  only  body  representing  employed 
pharmacists  in  Austria.  Founded  in  1891,  it  possesses  many 
of  the  rights  of  a  trade  union.  Membership  is  voluntary 
and  at  the  moment  comprises  90  per  cent,  of  pharmacists 
employed  in  public  and  institutional  pharmacies.  With  its 
headquarters  in  the  federal  capital  the  organisation  is  con- 
nected with  provincial  groups.  A  branch  association  is  the 
Workers'  Society  of  Austrian  Hospital  Pharmacists.  Student 
pharmacists  also  belong  to  that  organisation,  as  well  as 
shop  pharmacists  undergoing  their  practical  training.  The 
Association  is  directed  by  a  president  and  council  of  ten 
elected  members.  Matters  of  special  importance  are  settled 
by  a  general  assembly  to  which  delegates  are  elected  by 
vote  every  four  years.  The  general  assembly  chooses  the 
council. 

The  Reichsverband  is  non-political,  and  puts  up  candi- 
dates only  for  the  two  bodies  constituting  the  official  repre- 
sentation of  the  whole  profession  in  Austria :  The  Austrian 
Chamber  of  Pharmacists  and  the  Austrian  Pharmaceutical 
Pay  Bank. 

The  functions  of  the  governing  council  of  each  provincial 
order  are  to  compile  and  keep  the  roll  of  the  order,  in 
which  are  inscribed  the  names  of  those  in  the  profession 
who  reside  in  the  district,  to  protect  the  dignity  and  inde- 
pendence of  the  order,  to  appoint  representatives  on  com- 
missions, bodies  and  organisations  of  a  communal  or  pro- 
vincial character,  to  encourage  movements  designed  to  facili- 
tate members'  cultural  progress,  give  assistance  to  the  local 
authorities  in  the  development  and  realisation  of  measures, 
to  exercise  disciplinary  powers;  and  to  intervene,  if 
requested,  in  controversies  over  matters  of  discipline. 

NORWAY 

The  Norges  Farmaceutiske  Forening 

The  Norges  Farmaceutiske  Forening  (N.F.F.)  was  estab- 
lished in  1858,  and  is  accordingly  within  three  years  of  its 
centenary.  It  is  the  oldest  organisation  of  pharmacists  in 
Scandinavia.  During  its  first  fifty  years  it  admitted  to  mem- 
bership proprietors  as  well  as  qualified  assistants,  the  aim 
of  the  organisation  being  to  work  for  the  development  of 
the  profession  in  general.  Today  only  employed  pharma- 
cists may  join,  and  N.F.F.  is  now  on  opposite  sides  to  the 
organisation  of  proprietor  chemists:  Norges  Apoteker- 
forening.  The  change  took  place  in  1908,  when  N.F.F. 
was  reorganised  to  exclude  the  proprietors.  In  that  year 
also  N.F.F.  came  into  the  category  of  a  trade  union. 

During  its  second  half-century  N.F.F.  developed  its 
organisation  in  such  a  way  that  it  became  a  powerful 
weapon  for  securing  for  Norwegian  pharmacists  their 
rights  in  wages,  conditions  of  work,  holidays,  etc.  The 
fifty  years'  fight  for  rights  has  given  Norwegian  pharma- 
cists conditions  that  may  be  regarded  as  satisfactory.  The 
fight  also  has  had  the  unexpected  result  of  establishing  co- 
operation with  Norges  Apotekerforening,  the  basis  of  that 
co-operation  being  that  aim  of  developing  the  profession. 

The  principal  condition  for  membership  is  graduation 
from  the  pharmaceutical  institute  of  the  University  of 
Oslo.  Simultaneous  membership  of  Narges  Apotekerforen- 
ing is  prohibited.  Owners  of  a  chemist's  shop  cannot,  of 
course,  be  members  of  N.F.F.,  but  every  pharmacist  who 
works  as  an  assistant  in  a  pharmacy  is  obliged  to  be  a 
member.  At  present  the  number  of  members  is  600.

The  country  is  divided  into  eleven  districts.  Each  dis- 
trict once  a  year  chooses  one  representative,  and  the  eleven 
representatives,  together  with  the  five  members  of  the  ex- 
ecutive and  one  representative  appointed  by  the  students, 
form  the  central  council.  Members  of  the  executive  are 
elected  every  year,  each  member  of  the  organisation  hav- 
ing the  right  to  vote.  The  chairman  of  the  executive  is 
also  appointed  by  election.  Meetings  are  held  once  a 
year,  in  November.  At  the  meetings,  matters  such  as  wages, 
conditions  of  work,  development  of  the  profession,  estab- 
lishment of  new  dispensaries,  changes  in  the  laws  concern- 
ing the  profession,  etc.,  are  discussed.  The  districts  have 
their  own  meetings,  two  to  eight  times  yearly,  at  which 
the  members  discuss  the  issues  on  which  decisions  are 
taken  by  the  council.  The  headquarters  of  N.F.F.  is  at  5 
V,  Lille  Grensen,  Oslo.  Its  day-to-day  work  is  carried  out 
by  a  secretary,  acting  on  instructions  from  the  executive, 
which  shapes  policy  at  monthly  meetings  according  to 
resolutions  given  by  the  council.  A  report  on  the  year's 
work  is  given  to  the  council  by  the  chairman  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

In  addition  to  the  general  secretary,  two  clerks  are  em- 
ployed in  the  office.  A  library  with  about  2,000  volumes 
is  open  to  members  in  Oslo,  and  provincial  members  may 
have  books  sent  by  post.  N.F.F.  publishes  a  year-book 
listing  graduates  with  details  of  their  education,  present 
employment,  etc.;  members  of  the  executive  and  of  the  dis- 
trict committees;  books  in  the  library;  the  most  important 
laws  governing  the  profession,  etc.  Norges  Farmaceutiske 
Forening  also  publishes  its  own  periodical,  Norsk  Farma- 
ceutisk  Tidsskrift,  a  fortnightly  publication  containing 
scientific  articles,  facts  about  new  remedies,  reports  from 
the  executive,  official  communications  from  the  health  de- 
partment, etc. 

PORTUGAL 

The  Sindicato  Nacional  dos  Farmaceuticos 

The  Sindicato  Nacional  dos  Farmaceuticos  (National  Asso- 
ciation of  Pharmacists)  was  established  by  the  Estada  Novo 
(New  State)  in  Portugal  in  1935,  after  suppression  of  the 
Lusitanian  Pharmaceutical  Society.  At  the  present  time  the 
Sindicato  has  about  1,800  members  and  represents  the 
pharmaceutical  profession  officially.  It  publishes  the  Revista 
Portuguesa  de  Farmacia  (Portuguese  Pharmaceutical  Re- 
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view)  and  carries  on  the  work  of  the  former  Lusitanian 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  It  has  enlarged  its  library,  which 
now  holds  nearly  4.000  scientific  and  technical  works.

The  Lusitanian  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  Association 
succeeded  was  set  up  following  a  historic  meeting  of 
thirty-eight  pharmacists  in  the  pharmacy  department  of 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Lisbon,  on  July  24,  1835.  Its  pur- 
pose was  to  foster  the  progress  of  pharmacy  and  to  secure 
improvements  in  public  health  matters,  promote  science, 
and  assist  its  members,  their  widows  or  sons. 

One  of  its  members,  Antonio  Cardos  Sena  Corres,  drew 
up  a  petition  to  the  King  that  was  signed  by  a  hundred 
or  more  pharmacists  for  preventing  the  misuse  of  power 
by  the  higher  medical  authorities  (fisicos-mores)  upon  phar- 
macists, especially  during  examinations.  That  was  the  first 
aim  of  the  Society.  There  followed  a  general  meeting  at 
which  members  discussed  and  confirmed  a  plan  for  phar- 
maceutical reform  that  had  been  worked  out  by  a  com- 
mission of  ten  members,  who  are  acknowledged  as  the 
Society's  founders.  In  accordance  with  the  political  and 
social  organisation  of  that  time,  the  pharmacists  had  a 
place  in  the  House  of  the  People  (Casa  do  Povo)  and  par- 
ticipated in  the  feasts  in  honour  of  St.  Michael,  their 
patron  saint.  They  could  sit — as  several  times  they  did — 
in  the  Municipal  Corporation  as  representatives  of  the 
people. 

The  first  direction  of  the  Society  was  in  the  hands  of 
a  president  and  two  secretaries.  Standing  scientific  com- 
missions were  set  up  in  natural  history,  physics,  chemistry 
and  pharmacy.  The  Society  secured  the  reform  of  univer- 
sity studies  and  foundation  of  pharmaceutical  schools 
within  the  medical  schools  of  Lisbon  and  Oporto.  Under 
a  project  presented  in  Parliament  in  1902,  pharmaceutical 
schools  were  incorporated  as  faculties  in  Lisbon  and 
Oporto  universities.  In  1926  there  was  set  up  under  the 
Society  a  pharmaceutical  inspection  service  working  closely 
with  the  Board  of  Public  Health. 

On  its  scientific  side  the  Society  promoted  many  public 
lectures  on  scientific  problems  and  actively  worked  to 
raise  the  scientific  level  of  Portuguese  pharmacy.  The 
Society  was  represented  at  international  congresses  of 
pharmacy.  In  1913  it  supported  the  project  for  a  Portu- 
guese Pharmacopoeia;  in  1885  established  a  Jose  Dionisio 
Correa  prize  for  rewarding  outstanding  scientific  works; 
undertook  at  the  request  of  the  government  the  analysis  of 
mineral  and  potable  waters;  operated  a  rota  and  mutual 
aid  systems;  conceived  and  worked  out  a  project  for  re- 
forming the  Army  pharmaceutical  service  (1910);  and  with 
other  pharmaceutical  organisations  brought  about  a  re- 
vival of  interest  in  pharmaceutical  education. 

The  Society  had  a  share  in  organising  in  1927  the  first 
national  congress  of  pharmacy  and  the  first  exhibition  of 
the  pharmaceutical  industry;  regularly  published  the  Lusi- 
tanian Pharmaceutical  Society  Review  from  1835  till  1933; 
and  acquired  one  of  the  richest  libraries,  including  an  ex- 


tensive collection  of  national  and  foreign  pharmacopoeias 
of  all  times.  Among  its  treasures  is  a  manuscript  copy  of 
the  Farmacopeia  Dogmatica  (third  part),  by  the  Friar 
Joao  de  Jesus  Maria. 

The  Society  contributed  to  the  improvement  of  the 
health  legislation  of  the  nation.  A  century  ago  it  had  rep- 
resentatives on  the  Board  of  Public  Health;  and  estab- 
lished the  Pharmaceutical  Loan  Bank.  Its  Charters  date 
back  to  1836  and  1838. 

In  1933,  when  a  Corporate  State  came  into  existence, 
all  professional  associations  were  abolished  and  replaced 
by  Sindicatos  Nationals.  The  Lusitanian  Pharmaceutical 
Society  was  accordingly  suppressed  in  1934,  and  its  func- 
tions later  transferred,  as  already  stated,  to  the  Sindicato 
National  dos  Farmaceuticos,  created  by  ministerial  deci- 
sion in  1935. 

SPAIN 

The  Real  Academia  de  Farmacia  de  Espana 

The  Real  Academia  de  Farmacia  de  Espana  (Royal  Spanish 
Academy  of  Pharmacy)  was  founded  in  1589  under  the 
name  Congregation  de  los  Boticarios  de  Madrid  (Brother- 
hood of  the  Apothecaries  of  Madrid),  under  the  patronage 
of  Our  Lady  of  Purification  and  Saint  Luke  the  Evan- 
gelist. Its  aims  were  spiritual  and  scientific.  In  1650  a 
decree  of  King  Phillip  IV  declared  pharmacy  a  "  scientific 
art,"  with  privileges  and  priorities  equal  to  those  of  medi- 
cine. In  due  course  there  were  published  the  Petitorio  (a

list  of  medicaments,  apparatus  and  accessories  necessary 
for  authorising  the  opening  of  a  pharmacy)  and  a  Tarifa 
(for  the  pricing  of  medicaments).  In  1732,  by  Royal  War- 
rant of  Phillip  V,  it  obtained  the  privilege  of  preparing 
and  selling  the  Triaca  Magna  of  Andromachus  (Theriacum 
Andromachi)  and  in  1737  was  converted,  also  by  Phillip 
V,  into  the  Real  Colegio  de  Farmaceuticos  (Royal  College 
of  Pharmacists)  and  given  the  mission  of  propagating  bota- 
nical, chemical  and  pharmaceutical  science  and  of  main- 
taining contact  with  foreign  societies. 

In  1738  the  Royal  College  published  the  first  Farma- 
copea  Matritense,  from  the  sale  of  which  it  was  able,  in 
1751,  to  found  an  Ensenanzas  Farmaceuticos  (pharmacy 
school)  in  its  own  premises,  setting  up  there  a  chemical 
laboratory  and  botanical  garden  for  teaching  the  "  apothe- 
caries' clerks."  In  1762  the  college  published  a  second 
edition  of  the  pharmacopoeia  and  since  1710  has  continued 
to  publish  Tarifas  and  Petitorios  periodically.  In  1804  the 
college  succeeded  in  getting  the  Spanish  Government  to 
declare  the  Ensenanzas  de  Farmacia  official.  On  those 
grounds  it  was  taken  over  by  the  State,  together  with  its 
laboratory,  garden,  library,  professors  and  students.  In 
1830  the  headquarters  were  built  of  a  new  Real  Colegio  de 
Farmacia  de  San  Fernando,  which  it  maintained  at  its  own 
expense  until  1845,  when  the  college  was  converted  into  the 
Facultad  de  Farmacia.  In  1947  the  faculty  was  removed 
to  the  new  Ciudad  Universitaria  (University  City).  His- 
torically, pharmacy  is  the  only  university  faculty  created 
and  maintained  by  its  own  members — a  fact  in  which 
Spanish  pharmacists  take  great  pride. 
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In  1930  the  College  was  converted  into  the  Real  Acci- 
dentia de  Farmacia  and  in  1947  was  incorporated  in  the 
Instituto  de  Espana,  with  the  same  status  and  privileges 
as  the  other  academies  that  make  up  the  Institute.  The 
Academy  consists  of  forty  academicians  (of  whom  thirty 
are  pharmacists  and  ten  authorities  in  allied  sciences); 
honorary  academicians;  and  national  and  foreign  corres- 
ponding members.  It  publishes  six  times  a  year  a  journal 
entitled  Anales  de  la  Real  Academia  de  Farmacia,  tech- 
nical papers,  and  "  works  of  merit."  It  organises  annual 
scientific  competitions  with  cash  prizes.  In  the  1955  com- 
petition there  are  fourteen  awards  to  a  total  value  of 
44,500  pesetas. 

The  Academy  holds  public  meetings  for  the  reading  of 
papers  and  for  lectures,  anniversaries,  etc.;  and  private 
meetings  of  the  five  sections  into  which  it  is  divided.  The 
sectional  meetings  are  for  discussion  and  information  on 
subjects  sent  in  by  the  Government,  official  organisations 
and  individuals. 

The  Academy  has  an  official  medal  in  three  grades  (gold, 
silver  and  bronze)  for  rewarding  outstanding  services  to 
pharmacy.  It  maintains  close  contact  with  a  large  number 
of  scientific  and  pharmaceutical  bodies  in  America  and 
in  the  world  generally;  possesses  a  library  (reformed  since 
the  Civil  War)  of  pharmaceutical  books  and  of  periodicals 
from  all  over  the  world.  Its  permanent  director  was 
elected  by  the  royal  academies  to  represent  them  in  the 
Spanish  courts,  and  its  permanent  secretary  represents  the 
Academy  on  the  executive  board  of  the  Institute  de  Espana, 
with  the  duties  of  deputy  secretary.  Since  1949  the  Aca- 
demy has  been  publishing  the  hitherto  unpublished  records 
of  the  Archivo  Nacional  de  Indias  de  Sevilla,  accompanied 
by  historical  data  on  the  botanical  discoveries  in  Spanish- 
American  countries  and  on  the  medicinal  virtues  of  indi- 
genous plants. 

When  the  Real  Academia  de  Farmacia  was  raised  to  the 
first  rank,  the  science  of  pharmacy  which  it  represents 
was  raised  to  the  rank  of  other  sciences;  and  in  all  coun- 
tries the  pharmaceutical  profession  has  been  influenced  by 
that  triumph  of  Spanish  pharmacy.  There  are  now  Aca- 
demies of  Pharmacy  in  Brazil,  France,  Cuba  and  Peru, 
and  work  is  being  done  also  on  the  foundation  of  Aca- 
demies in  Colombia  and  the  Argentine. 

SWEDEN 

The  Farmacevtiska  Foreningen 

The  Farmacevtiska  Foreningen  (Association  of  Pharma- 
cists), founded  in  1861,  was  the  first  organisation  in 
Sweden  for  persons  with  a  pharmaceutical  education.  It 
was  open  both  to  owners  of  chemists'  shops  and  to  their 
staffs.  The  first  members  lived  and  worked  in  Stockholm, 
but  soon  pharmacists  from  the  whole  country  were  ad- 
mitted. The  Association  started  with  seventy  members;  it 
has  now  about  1,600  (the  majority  of  professional  pharma- 
cists in  the  country). 

The  main  purpose  of  the  Association  at  its  foundation 
was  to  promote  the  development  of  pharmacy  and  to  give 
financial  aid  to  needy  members  and  to  the  families  of 
deceased  pharmacists.  Those  remain  the  prime  purposes, 
though  the  aid  to  poor  members  has  lost  much  of  its 
importance  as  nowadays  pharmacists  are  entitled  to  retire- 
ment pensions.  But  the  Association  now  aims  at  securing 
and  improving  the  professional  standards  of  members.  For 
that  purpose  it  arranges  lectures,  discussions  and  courses, 
and  has  established  a  pharmaceutical  library  and  botanical 
and  pharmacognostical  collections.  Fellowships  are 
awarded  to  students  entering  the  profession  and  to  phar- 
macists for  post-graduate  education.  To  aid  students  a 
considerable  loan  scheme  is  operated.  Substantial  collec- 
tions of  items  have  been  gathered  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  pharmaceutical-historical  museum  in  Sweden. 

The  governing  body  of  the  Association  consists  of  nine 
members.  Its  chairman  is  at  present  Teodor  Canback, 
Ph.D.,  the  director  of  Apotekens  Kontrollaboratorium  (the 
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Pharmaceutical  Control  Laboratory).  Dr.  Canback  is  also 
a  member  of  the  International  Pharmacopoeia  Committee. 

Subject  to  certain  reservations,  anyone  with  a  Swedish 
pharmaceutical  qualification  is  eligible  for  membership. 
Students  at  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute  are  also  eligible 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Society's  delegates,  and  persons 
with  an  examination  other  than  pharmaceutical  are  ad- 
mitted if  it  is  thought  that  their  membership  will  benefit 
the  Society.  The  Society  is  administered  by  a  central 
board  consisting  of  a  president  (appointed  for  one  year 
at  a  time),  four  members  and  two  deputies  (appointed  for 
two  years).  A  vice-president  is  appointed  from  their  num- 
ber. The  organisation  also  has  a  legal  adviser  who  is  the 
head  of  its  clerical  staff  and  can  represent  the  Society  in 
court  cases. 

The  Society  is  divided  into  ten  regions,  each  with  its 
board,  whose  main  officers  are  the  president,  vice-presi- 
dent and  secretary,  all  appointed  for  one  calendar  year. 
The  aim  of  each  region  is  to  further  the  work  of  the 
Society,  with  special  reference  to  members'  local  interests. 
Ordinary  regional  meetings  are  held  twice  yearly.  They 
do  not  deal  with  major  financial  questions  or  matters  of 
principle  but  discuss  specifically  local  matters.  They  also 
appoint  delegates  to  meetings  for  deciding  business  com- 
mon to  the  whole  Society. 

The  Sveriges  Farmacevt  for  bund 

The  need  for  a  body  to  operate  throughout  the  whole 
of  Sweden  led  to  the  founding  in  1903  of  the  Sveriges 
Farmacevtjorbund  (Swedish  Pharmaceutical  Society).  Its 
aim  was  to  protect  the  interests  of  its  members  and,  mov- 
ing with  the  times,  to  promote  the  pharmaceutical  pro- 
fession for  the  benefit  both  of  members  and  of  the  public. 
Outstanding  questions  with  which  it  has  dealt  are  im- 
provement of  salaries,  the  establishment  of  independent 
chemist  shops,  staff  shortages,  unemployment  relief  for 
members,  premises,  rationalisation  of  work,  and  apparatus. 
The  Society  co-operates  with  pharmaceutical  bodies  in  the 
other  Scandinavian  countries,  and  in  Sweden  works  with 
other  academic  organs.  The  Swedish  Medical  Board  con- 
sults it  on  all  important  questions  relating  to  pharmacy, 
and  the  Society  also  has  many  interests  in  common  with 
the  Society  of  Pharmaceutical  and  Dispensing  Chemists 
(A potekare foreningen),  which  recruits  members  from  its 
ranks.

ECHOES  OF  THE  PAST 

FILTERING  STONES 

From  the  Morning  Chronicle,  May  19,  1795 
Apolepsia    Alexicacon,    or    Filtering    Stone    to  purify 
WATER. 

Mr.  Henderson,  the  Proprietor  and  Importer  of  the  above 
invaluable  article,  at  his  Warehouse,  at  the  Corner  of 
Rupert-street,  Coventry-street,  Piccadilly,  begs  leave  to  in- 
form the  nobility,  gentry,  officers  in  the  army  or  navy,  and 
the  public  in  general,  that  he  has  a  great  number  of  the 
above  stones  of  various  sizes,  fitted  upon  different  con- 
structions with  cisterns,  barrels,  jars,  &c,  fcr  the  reception 
of  water  when  cleansed.  Through  these  stones,  the  most 
impure  water,  either  from  rain,  river,  or  stagnate  pool, 
will  become  by  percolation,  brilliant  as  chrystal,  and  equal 
to  the  finest  spring,  being  divested  of  all  the  injurious  and 
putrid  particles,  with  which  waters  in  general  are  impreg- 
nated by  the  mass  of  heterogenious  matter  incorporated 
with  them,  from  manufactories,  common  sewers,  the  bodies 
of  persons  bathing,  dead  carcases  of  animals,  &c.  Water 
thus  purified  will  be  found  to  be  particularly  wholesome 
for  punch,  and  in  the  mixture  with  any  liquid  used  for 
common  beverage  is  a  preventative  of  the  flux  and  gravel, 
which  with  many  other  complaints  equally  prejudicial  to 
health,  are  frequently  produced  by  the  use  of  water  from 
hard  springs,  however  clear  and  pelucid.

ANY  BUSINESS  QUESTIONS? 


1  have  taken  over  a  pharmacy  with  living  accommoda- 
tion on  two  floors  over  the  shop.  As  my  wife  and 
myself  have  more  than  sufficient  room  for  ourselves,  we 
plan  to  let  the  top  floor  furnished.  Must  we  bring  the 
rent  received  into  the  business  accounts? 
Income  from  the  subletting  must  be  either  included  with 
trading  profits  for  tax  purposes  or  returned  for  separate 
assessment.  If  the  latter  course  is  followed,  the  proportion 
of  rent  (or,  of  the  annual  value  of  the  premises)  paid  by  you 
that  is  applicable  to  the  part  sublet  must  be  offset  in  the 
rent-charge,  etc.,  appearing  in  the  accounts.  A  similar  adjust- 
ment must  be  made  for  your  own  occupancy.  It  may  be 
noted  with   some  advantage  that  the  inspector  may  be 
prepared  to  consider  income  arising  from  a  furnished  sub- 
letting as  that  of  your  wife  and,  as  a  consequence,  she 
would  be  able  to  obtain  earned  income  relief  and  other 
allowances  available  to  her,  including  reduced  rate  reliefs. 

/  am  sole  director  of  a  company  bearing  my  name. 
Two  or  three  years  ago  I  moved  to  another  address 
but  made  no  return  of  the  fact  to  the  Registrar  of 
Companies  at  Bush  House.  Should  I  have  done  so? 
Subsequent  annual  returns  give,  of  course,  the  correct 
address. 

A  copy  of  the  register  of  directors,  etc.,  in  the  form  pres- 
cribed has  to  be  lodged  with  the  Registrar  of  Companies 
and  a  notification  (again  in  the  prescribed  form)  of  any 
change  among  the  company's  directors  or  secretary,  or  in 
any  of  the  particulars,  has  to  be  filed  within  fourteen  days 
of  the  change.  Among  the  particulars  required  to  be  lodged 
are  the  director's  usual  residential  address,  any  change 
in  which  should,  therefore,  also  be  notified.  Technically, 
therefore,  you  are  in  default,  but  as  the  return  required  to 
be  made  annually  must  in  any  case  contain  such  particu- 
lars of  directors  and  the  secretary  of  the  company,  and 
as  no  question  has  been  raised  by  the  Registrar,  you  may 
probably  leave  the  matter  as  it  is. 

Recently  an  acquaintance  who  has  a  business  (not  a 
pharmacy)  asked  me  for  a  temporary  loan  to  cover  his 
wages  bill.  The  sum  was  not  excessive,  and  as  I  had 
known  the  borrower  for  some  years  I  obliged.  But 
what  would  have  been  my  position  if  I  had  not  been 
repaid? 

I  take  it  you  refer  to  the  possibility  that  the  business  would 
fail,  since  otherwise  you  could  have  recourse  to  legal 
action.  You  do  not  state  whether  the  business  is  a  limited 
company,  but  that  is  important.  Whether  in  liquidation  (of 
companies)  or  bankruptcy  (of  individuals),  proof  of  debt 
and  claim  is  made;  but  if  money  lent  to  a  limited  company 
to  pay  its  employees  or  servants  has  been  used  for  that 
purpose  the  lender  acquires  their  rights  of  being  paid  in  pre- 
ference to  other  creditors  (to  the  extent  that  the  preferen- 
tial rights  of  the  employees  have  been  reduced).  In  bank- 
rupty  proceedings  there  is  no  such  right  to  a  person 
advancing  money  for  payment  of  remuneration.  In  both 
sets  of  circumstances  employees  have  certain  preferential 
rights  for  wages,  etc. 

/  am  told  that  interest  paid  on  my  Post  Office  Savings 
account  must  be  included  in  my  income-tax  return. 
Is  that  so?  In  any  case,  the  interest  credited  covers  the 
calendar  year.  I  have  also  heard  it  said  that  there  is 
some  provision  by  which  tax  is  not  chargeable  on  the 
first  £15  of  dividends.  Does  that  apply  equally  to 
interest? 

There  is  no  general  exemption  from  tax  of  income  from 
dividends  or  interest  of  any  kind  including  interest  from 
Post  Office  savings  banks  accounts.  It  is  customary  to  in- 
clude interest  credited  for  any  calendar  year  in  the  follow- 
ing year's  tax  return.  For  example,  interest  in  respect  of  the 
year  1954  is  shown  on  the  return  of  income  for  1955/56, 
which  is  completed  after  April  1955.  In  fact  it  is  usually 
assessed  as  income  of  the  subsequent  tax  year,  that  is,  on  a 
previous  year's  basis.  An  inspector  of  taxes  is  entitled  to 
obtain  details  from  savings  banks,  etc.,  of  interest  credited 
to  accounts  where  the  sum  exceeds  £15  in  any  year.  But 


that  does  not  mean  that  sums  not  exceeding  £15  are  exempt 
from  tax. 

/  hold  premises  comprising  pharmacy  and  upper  part. 
The  latter  has  previously  been  let  to  a  tenant  under  a 
controlled  rent  which,  with  the  agreement  of  the  in- 
spector of  taxes,  has  been  included  with  other  receipts 
in  the  business  accounts.  I  have  now  taken  over  the 
upper  part  myself.  Do  I  charge  myself  a  rent  and  pay 
tax  on  it? 

The  question  involved  is  the  apportionment  of  rent  and 
other  charges  as  between  the  shop  premises  and  the  upper 
part.  If  the  property  is  partly  let,  the  rent  receivable  may 
be  included  in  the  accounts  of  the  business  and  the  rent 
(or  schedule  A  net  annual  value),  rates  and  repairs,  etc., 
of  the  whole  premises  left  in  to  charge.  The  non-business 
portion  is  thus  taken  as  accounted  for.  Where,  however, 
the  proprietor  occupies  part  of  the  premises,  the  inspector 
may  seek  to  reduce  the  charges  for  rent,  etc.,  by  a  propor- 
tion applicable  to  the  upper  part.  He  may  claim  that  at 
least  one-third  should  be  added  back,  that  is,  taken  as 
non-chargeable  against  business  profits,  unless  some  special 
circumstances  can  be  found  to  obtain.  It  is  probable,  how- 
ever, especially  in  view  of  the  controlled  rent,  that  the 
inspector  would  agree  to  accept  a  continuation  of  the  pre- 
vious treatment  and  a  rent  charge  of  the  former  amount 
would  then  be  raised  in  the  accounts  and  charged  to  the 
proprietor. 

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

38.    TARTARIC  ACID 

TARTARIC  acid  is  supplied  as  B.P.  crystal,  small  crystal, 
powder,  and  as  the  inactive  racemic  variety.  It  is  re- 
covered from  various  wine  lees,  argols,  and  other  wine- 
trade  residues  as  calcium  tartrate,  the  reclaimed  solutions 
being  precipitated  with  lime  water.  Tartaric  acid  separates 
out  on  digestion,  with  sulphuric  acid,  and  is  purified  by 
recrystallisation.  Ramifications  of  that  system  have  been 
carried  out  for  generations.  Recently  they  have  had  to 
compete  with  modern  electrolytic  methods. 

Medicinally,  tartaric  acid  acts  as  refrigerant  and  siala- 
gogue.  It  relieves  thirst  in  fevers  and  is  used  in  the  pre- 
paration of  effervescing  medicines,  lemonades,  and  artifi- 
cial mineral  waters,  and  in  baking-powder  manufacture;  as 
well  as  in  the  production  of  a  variety  of  sweetmeats.  It  is 
also  used  in  brewing  and  the  manufacture  of  artificial 
wines. 

Tartaric  acid  has  applications  in  photography,  in  the 
tanning  industries,  and  in  the  production  of  artificial  lea- 
thers. It  is  used  in  paper  making,  and  to  a  small  extent  in 
the  pottery  and  porcelain  industry.  In  the  textile  indus- 
tries, tartaric  acid  and  tartrates  are  claimed  to  have  advan- 
tages over  citric  acid  and  the  corresponding  citrates  in 
printing.  In  the  dyeing  industry  the  acid  is  used  for  the 
preparation  of  chromium  tartrate,  which  is  employed  as  a 
resist  under  all  madder  mordants  except  the  strongest.  The 
acid  is  considered  to  be  the  best  acid  to  use  for  madder 
purples.  It  is  used  as  an  addition  to  colours  to  prevent 
premature  formation  of  lakes,  and  is  sometimes  used  for 
imparting  lustre  and  "  scroop  feel  "  to  silk  and  synthetic 
fibres.  In  the  laboratory  the  pure  acid,  entirely  free  from 
lead,  is  used  for  forensic  investigations,  for  the  determina- 
tion of  oxide  of  iron,  and  for  the  detection  of  potassium. 
In  combination  with  nitric  acid,  tartaric  acid  is  used  for 
the  solution  of  various  minerals  and  smeltery  residues  and 
the  acid  itself  is  used  for  supplying  the  necessary  organic 
matter  to  prevent  precipitation  of  iron  as  well  as  in  a 
number  of  separations  and  gravimetric  estimations.  In 
rare-metal  laboratories,  tartaric  acid  is  a  primary  reagent 
for  the  precipitation  of  caesium  and  rubidium.  In  tests 
of  the  crystals  for  non-volatile  residues,  there  should  be 
not  more  than  a  trace  of  ash  left  after  ignition  in  an  open 
platinum  capsule.  The  acid  is  liable  to  contain  sulphuric 
and  oxalic  acids,  and  lime.  It  should  give  no  reaction  on 
addition  of  hydrogen  sulphide,  followed  by  ammonia 
(absence  of  heavy  metals).

TRADE  REPORT 


London,  July  1 3 :  Trading  in  Crude  Drugs  was  again  seasonally  quiet. 
The  flush  of  South  African  Aloes  continued  to  influence  shipping  quota- 
tions, but  buyers,  hoping  for  further  reductions,  were  hesitant  to  place 
orders. 


Menthol  was  slightly  easier,  and 
Strophanthus  Kombe  was  available 
from  6s.  6d.  per  lb.  (down  sixpence). 
Buchu  leaves  are  becoming  difficult  to 
find  on  the  spot  and,  since  stocks  at 
origin  were  taken  up  several  weeks 
ago,  there  is  no  likelihood  of  the 
position  improving  until  the  new  crop 
becomes  available  at  the  beginning  of 
1956.  Although  reports  from  Tuti- 
corin  describe  the  new-crop  Senna 
leaves  as  being  of  good  colour,  Lon- 
don importers  say  that  the  samples 
received  to  date  do  not  bear  out  that 
claim.  Higher  prices  are  being  asked  at 
origin  for  the  lower  grade  leaves,  the 
better  leaves  remaining  firm  at  previ- 
ous levels.  During  the  past  month  the 
Indian  Government  has  issued  licences 
for  the  export  of  Rauwolfia,  but  it 
appears  that  the  volume  of  inquiry  has 
been  disappointing.  Indian  merchants 
state  that  the  bids  they  have  received 
are  too  low.  A  view  held  elsewhere  is 
that  little  or  no  demand  remains  for 
the  root  because,  having  found  alterna- 
tive sources  of  supply  during  the  period 
of  India's  export  ban,  buyers  placed 
their  contracts  to  ensure  unbroken  sup- 
plies.

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  July  12:  The  price  for 
Thiourea  was  reduced  to  36  cents  per 
lb.,  down  four  cents.  Car-lot  prices  for 
DDT  were  moved  up  to  27  cents  per 
lb.  or  four  cents  higher,  by  a  leading 
producer.  The  same  firm  raised  Ben- 
zene hexachloride,  40  per  cent.,  to 
•0075  cents  per  gamma  unit  against  the 
previous  rate  of  0070  cents.  Higher  per 
lb.  among  Botanicals  were  Psyllium 
husks  at  33  cents,  up  one  cent.  Lower 
per  lb.  were  Ergot  at  $195,  down  15 
cents,  and  Vanilla  beans,  with  the 
Bourbons  at  $700  (down  75  cents), 
Mexican  cuts  at  $8  50  (50  cents)  and 
whole  Mexicans,  $9-25  (75  cents). 
Higher  per  lb.  among  Essential  Oils 
were  Floridan  Orange  at  48  cents  (up 
three  cents),  and  Spearmint  at  $4-30 
(up  five  cents).

HERB  CROP  REPORTS 

Bad  weather  and  labour  shortage  affect  yield 


THE  following  reports  on  the  1955 
herb  crops  have  been  received: — 

William    R.    Ransom    &    Son,  Ltd., 
Hitchin,  Herts. 

The  cold  wet  weather  conditions 
experienced  during  May  and  early 
June  have  caused  many  of  the  medi- 
cinal crops  to  be  below  average.  Be- 
cause of  the  high  wages  now  being  paid, 
there  is  little  incentive  to  collect  wild 
plants,  in  addition,  we  are  finding  it 
very  difficult  to  persuade  the  younger 
generation  to  become  interested.  It 
appears  inevitable  that  the  cost  of  col- 
lection will  increase  for  all  those  crude 
drugs  collected  in  this  country. 

Belladonna. — One  of  the  lightest  crops 
we  have  ever  recorded.  This  year's  plan- 
tation is  making  exceptional  growth  but 
the  older  plantations  were  badly  affected 
by  too  much  rain  and  too  little  sunshine. 

Henbane. — The  second  biennial  was  a 
poor  crop  but  the  first  biennial  is  at 
present  showing  remarkable  growth  and 
will  be  harvested  in  July.  There  will  be 
sufficient  for  the  year's  requirements. 

Elder  flowers. — Difficult  to  obtain 
collectors  and  a  higher  price  is  being 
offered  for  the  flowers  to  attract  gatherers. 

Hemlock. — An  excellent  crop. 

Lavender. — We  have  increased  our 
acreage.  Weather  conditions  during  July 
and  at  time  of  cutting  will  determine  yield 
of  oil.  It  is  very  doubtful  whether  we  will 
have  any  for  sale  this  year  after  comple- 
tion of  contracts  already  in  hand. 

Peppermint. — We  have  again  increased 
our  acreage.  The  peppermint  fields  are 
showing  good  growth  and  we  expect  at 
least  an  average  yield  when  we  distil  the 
crop  during  September. 

Rhubarb. — A  good  crop  sufficient  to 
meet  all  reasonable  demands. 

Squirting  cucumber  (Ecballium  Ela- 
terium). — The  largest  crop  for  many  years. 
This  is  an  expensive  crop  to  grow  as  the 
fields  have  to  be  hand  hoed  through  the 
life  of  the  plant.  We  expect  to  have 
considerable  quantities  of  Elaterin  later 
in  the  year. 

Wild  lettuce. — This  is  a  good  crop 
that  will  be  harvested  next  month. 

We  have  stocks  of  other  medicinal 
plants  in  case  former  demands  return. 
There  appears  to  be  an  increasing  call 
for  well  tried  vegetable  drugs  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  more  are  left  out  of 
each  succeeding  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia. Valuable  export  business  is  lost 
through  overseas  customers  assuming 
that  the  omission  of  a  preparation 
from  the  current  B.P.  and  B.P.C.  means 
it  is  no  longer  used.  In  addition  cer- 
tain overseas  governments  will  not  give 
import  licences  for  preparations  not  in 
the  current  B.P.  and  B.P.C. 

Joseph  Flemons  &  Sons,  Ltd.,  Dun- 
stable, Beds. 

Again  the  season  has  started  with 
ample  rain-falls  but  the  dull  cold  early 
spring  has  made  all  vegetation  two  or 
three  weeks  late  in  coming  to  maturity. 
There  are,  however,  likely  to  be  good 
supplies  of  most  herbs  and  roots,  e.g.: — 

Broom,  Bryony  root,  Burdock,  Bur- 
nett, Calamint,  Carrot  (wild),  Chamo- 
mile herb,  Chickweed,  Clivers,  Colts- 
foot,      COMFREY       HERB       AND  ROOT, 

couchgrass,  cranesbill,  currant 
leaves,  Dandelion  herb  and  root,  Dock 
root,   Elder   leaves,   Fumitory,  Five- 


leafed  grass,  Ground  Ivy,  Groundsel, 
Horseradish  root,  Horsetail,  Mayweed, 
Meadowsweet,  Mellilot,  Mousear, 
Mugwort,  Ragwort,  Raspberry  leaves, 
Sanicle,  Scabious,  Shepherds  purse, 
Sowthistle,  Speedwell,  St.  Johnswort, 
Tansy,  Violet  leaves,  Wood  sage, 
Yarrow. 

The  following  are  likely  to  be  in 
short  supply: — 

Centuary  herb,  Figwort,  Hawthorn 
berries,  Parsley  piert,  Lesser  Celan- 
dine, Wood  betony. 


Elder  flowers  are  about  a  fortnight 
later  than  usual  in  blooming  and  the  very 
short  period  in  which  they  are  available 
for  collecting  is  likely  to  be  even  shorter 
than  usual  and  this  may  affect  the  quantity 
harvested.  Parsley  and  Sage  supplies  are 
likely  to  be  normal  but  Mint  crops  are 
limited  through  winter  damage. 

Perks  &  Llewellyn,  Hitchin. 

The  young  Lavender  plants  are  re- 
markably healthy  and  should  produce 
an  excellent  crop.  Older  plants  suffered 
severely  from  frost  and  the  yield  from 
them  will  be  small.  Lavender  flowers 
are  in  great  demand  and  most  of  the 
crop  will  be  dried. 


ECONOMIC  SURVEY  OF  PAKISTAN 

Opportunities  for  investment 


PROBLEMS  and  opportunities  created 
for  United  Kingdom  exporters  by  the 
great  expansion  in  economic  activity 
which  has  marked  the  last  four  years  in 
Pakistan  are  outlined  in  the  latest  addi- 
tion to  the  series  of  overseas  Economic 
Surveys  published  by  H.M.  Stationery 
Office  (price,  10s.). 

Mr.  F.  B.  Arnold,  United  Kingdom 
Senior  Trade  Commissioner  in  Pakistan, 
the  author  of  the  survey,  says  that  the 
Pakistan  Government  is  determined  to 
put  through  its  long-term  development 
programme,  with  such  foreign  aid  as  it 
can  muster.  The  stringent  import  licens- 
ing control  which  has  been  in  force 
since  1952  because  of  Pakistan's  overall 
adverse  balance  of  payments  position 
has  stimulated  the  growth  of  local 
industries  and  has  thus  affected  a  sec- 
tion of  the  market  where  United  King- 
dom products  have  held  a  predominant 
position.  If  industrial  development 
brings  about  an  increase  in  the  standard 
of  living,  as  is  hoped,  a  demand  should 
arise  for  many  classes  of  goods  which 
at  present  are  denied  to  the  market  or 
are  available  in  insufficient  quantities. 

Details  of  the  industries  in  which  the 
Pakistan  Government  welcomes  the 
participation  of  foreign  capital  seeking 
investment  in  industry  are  given  and  the 
report  points  out  that  the  Pakistan 
authorities  claim  to  have  found  other 
countries  more  forthcoming  in  this  con- 
nection than  the  United  Kingdom — a 
new  phenomenon  whose  extent  cannot 
be  fully  gauged  at  present,  but  which 
shows  every  sign  of  increasing. 

One  or  two  U.K.  pharmaceutical 
firms  are  about  to  open  in  Pakistan, 
initially  to  package  their  products  and 
at  least  one  German  firm  is  known  to 
be  considering  manufacture.  Demand 
for  safety-razor  blades  can  be  fully  met 
by  a  factory  at  Hyderabad  and  imports 
of  blades  are  restricted  by  licence.  A 
soap  factory  in  Bahawalpur  State  aims 
at  meeting  a  substantial  proportion  of 
West  Pakistan's  requirements  of  high 
grade  toilet  soap. 

New  Dyestuff  Plant 

FARBENFABRIKEN  Bayer,  A.G., 
Leverkusen,  and  the  Farbwerke  Hoechst, 
A.G.,  Frankfurt,  have  concluded  an 
agreement  with  the  Pakistan  Industrial 
Development  Corporation  for  the 
establishment  of  a  dyestuff  plant  in 
Pakistan.  The  Development  Corpora- 
tion will  supply  70  per  cent,  of  the  40 
million  rupees  capital,  the  remaining 
30  per  cent,  being  contributed  jointly 


by  the  two  German  companies.  The 
German  companies  further  pledge  to 
render  technical  and  scientific  assis- 
tance for  a  period  of  ten  years. 
Construction  of  the  plant,  which  will 
start  with  the  manufacture  of  two  types 
of  dyestuff,  is  expected  to  begin  later 
this  year. 

WORLD  TRADE 

Italian  Mercury  Exports. — In  the  first 
four  months  of  1955  Italy  exported 
379' 5  metric  tons  of  mercury.  Recipients 
were  Czechoslovakia,  9'3  metric  tons; 
France,  45-5;  West  Germany,  23L3; 
Netherlands,  119;  Poland,  13  8  and 
Great  Britain,  31  metric  tons. 

Sales  of  Sicilian  Sulphur.  —  Sicily 
recently  sold  6,000  tons  of  sulphur  for 
export  to  an  undisclosed  destination 
in  south-east  Europe  at  24,000  lire  per 
ton.  This  was  the  first  sizable  export 
sale  of  Sicilian  sulphur  for  several 
months  as  the  Sicilian  prices  have 
been  too  high  to  compete  with  U.S. 
prices.  Meanwhile  stocks  in  Sicily 
continue  to  be  excessive. 

French  Alcohol  Output  Cut. — French 
alcohol  production  dropped  substanti- 
ally in  the  1954-55  season,  reflecting 
Government  action  to  rationalise  the 
domestic  market.  Production  of  French 
alcohol  in  the  1954-55  season — Septem- 
ber 1,  1954,  to  April  30  —  totalled 
2,467,217  hectolitres  compared  with 
4,314,871  hectolitres  in  the  preceding 
campaign.  This  mainly  reflected  a  de- 
crease of  1,682,310  hectolitres  to  671,061 
hectolitres  in  production  of  beet  alco- 
hol, resulting  from  the  Government's 
decision  in  1954  to  divert  to  sugar  re- 
fineries the  bulk  of  beets  for  distilling. 

Essential  Oils  in  India. — Plans  for 
stepping  up  India's  production  of 
essential  oils  and  aromatic  chemicals 
will  be  discussed  at  a  symposium  to 
be  held  at  Dehra  Dun  from  October 
6  to  9.  The  symposium,  which  is  being 
organised  jointly  by  India's  Council  of 
Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  and 
the  Dehra  Dun  Forest  Research  Insti- 
tute, will  consider  all  aspects  of  re- 
search and  development  of  essential 
oils  and  aromatic  chemicals.  There 
will  also  be  an  exhibition  of  essential 
oils  and  aromatic  chemicals.  Total 
production  of  essential  oils  in  India 
is  estimated  at  about  2,790  tons  a 
year,  made  up  as  follows:  Cinnamon 
leaf,  33;  sandalwood,  150;  lemon- 
grass,  500;  palmarosa,  50;  eucalyptus, 
50;  and  turpentine,  2.000.
